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ENTHUSIASM HARD TO ROUSE. 
4 SMALL AUDIENCE AT A GRAND DEMO- 
CRATIC MA£S-MEETING. 

An irdustrious young man, with very black 
hair, played several of Edward Harrigan’s popular 
sirs on the big organ in Chickering Hall for about 
three-quarters of an hour last evening. Three 
jadies and three or four hundred men straggled 
tardily into the hall and listened to the music with 
evident enjoyment. The lights were turned up 


stout 8:30 o'clock, and Mr. Edward L. Parris, 
dent of the Young Men’s Democratic 
ub. walked to the centre of the stage, 
accompanied by ex-Speaker Alfred C. Chapin, 
the Hon. Isaac H. Maynard, and 20 or 30 others. At 
the suggestion of Mr. Willis S. Paine Mr. Parris 
was chosen to preside over “this Democratic mass 
and ratification meeting.”

Tne Hon. Isaac H. Maynard, the Democratic 
candidate for Secretary of State, at once exeited 
the sympathies of the audience by the pathetic in- 
fiection of his voice. He tremulously remarked

control it. Ex-Speaker Chapin spoke of the diffi- 
culties that beset a Legislature tn its endeavors to 
ae” f the various classes of people. He be- 
that the last Legislature came more 
nearly abreast of the popular demands than 
any one of its more recent predecessors. It 
adjourned with no scandal hanging about it, and 
thete was ‘‘no halo of mysterious affiuence”’ sur- 
Teunding any of its members. The Hon. Dennis 
O’Brien, the Democratic eandidate for Attorney- 
General, said that home rule, methods of adminis- 
tration, and measures connected with the domes- 
tic affairs of the people of the State were the ques-

FOUR MEN ON 1HE RAMPAGE. 


HOW THEY TERRORIZE PEACEABLE CITIZENS 
AND INSULT WOMEN. 

ArLantTa, Ga., Oct. 19.—A number of out- 
rageous acts have been committed on the line of. 
the Gwynnet and Walton Counties by four men. 
Last Saturday night John Stroud, James Tauner, 
Charles Buckhanan, and Ed Thompson boughta 
gallon and a half of whisky. They went 
to Mat Forster's house, called him out, and 
told him they came to kill him. Seeing the men 
drunk and with pistols he withdrew into the house, 
barred the front door, and ran out through the 


doorway in the rear. Thinking he was in the 
house, they cut down the door, went in and de- 
Inolished the furniture. The bed was cut into 
fragments, tables and looking glasses were broken 
inte pieces, the bed-clothes were torn into rags, and 
a churn of milk was thrown all over Mrs. Forster’s 
clotbes. Thejmen then left and went to Mr. Thomp- 
son's house. They asked him whether he bad 
s daughter, usiuog vulgar epithets. Thompson 
took to his heels, followed by the mean for 
some distance. In the meantime Thomp- 
son's wife and daughters took to flight, and 
the wife was shot at just as she stepped 
into the yard, the ball lodging above the door. The 
men returned and entered the house, and acted 
in the same, manner as at Forster's house. 
They then pro¢eeded to Bonnifield’s house, but at 
this place they found more men than women and 
were driven off. The passions of the cemmu- 
nity are inflamed to a great extent. The drunk- 
en ruffians are at the heaa of a pond near 
Windsor well armed, and have friends who act as 
informers to notify them of any approach of the 
people. They defy any one toarrest them. The 
citizens of Monroe have raised a purse to be given 
to the posse that arrests the men.

LOLD COLERIDGE IN WASHINGTON. 

Wasxrneton, Oct. 19.—Lord Chief-Justice 
Coleridge visited the United States Supreme Court 
to-day, entering the court-room in procession 
with the Justices at 12, standing beside 
the Chief-Justice and participating in the formal 
salutation with which the assembled court 


every day greets the Bar. He then took his seat 
at Chief-Justice Waite’s right band in the place of 
Justice Miller, who oceupied the chair of Justice 
Field in the Jatter’s absence. The court-rcom was 
crowded with spectators. After listening fora 
time to the argument in the case of the Board of 
Liquidation ayvainst the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company, the Lord Chief-Justiee took 
formal leave of the court and wasshown threugh the 
Capitol by a committee of the District Bar Associ- 
ation. This is said to be the first time that any 
otber person than a Justice of the court has occu- 
pied a seat on the Supreme Court bench. This 
evening Lord Coleridge attended a dinner given in 
his honor by Chief-Justice Waite. Ameng those who 
sat down to dinner were the Attorney-General, all 
the Justices of the United States Supreme Court, 
with the exception of Justice Field and Justices 
of the district courts. The dinner was followed 
by a reception which was largely attended, among 
those present being Secretaries Teller and Lincoln, 
Postmaster-General Gresham, the British Minister 
and Civil Service Commissioner Eaton. President 
Arthur was expected but did not attend.

THE COLORED RACE IN GEORGIA. 
AvuGustTa, Ga,, Oct. 19.—A call for a con- 
vention of colored people in Atlanta, Dec. 12 next, 
has been issued, signed by all the leading colored 
men of the State. The call declares that the con- 


dition of the colored men in Georgia is daily grow- 
ing worse. Recent bitter articles against the edu- 
eation of the negro that have appeared in Jead- 
ing newspapers of the State and the bill presented 
to the State Legislature separating the tax paid by 
white citizens from that paid by colored citizens 
for educational purposes, and providing that col- 
ored people should only receive the benefit of 
taxes Ss by themselves, go to show that a large 
part of the white population of the State are de- 
termined to deny the colored man in Georgia 
equal citizemship, and that the negro shall not 
bave the same chance to rise as his white brether. 
These facts are given as reasons for the call.

RAINS AT PORT EADS, 
Nzew-Orveans, Oct. 19.—This morning the 

Signal Officer at New-Orleans received unefiicial 
information from Port Eads that for the last three 
days an easterly gale, averaging 30 miles an hour, 
has been blowing there, with high seas in the 
Gulf of Mexico and light rains. Six or eight 
months agothe Signal Service Bureau ordered a 
number of stations abandoned for the purpose of 
coming within the appropriation for the service. 
and Pert Eaas wasoneofthem. ‘The reeent grate- 
ful rains in New-Orleans and vicinity were the re- 
sult ef this storm at Port Eads, but, owing to the 
abolishment of that station, the Chief Signal 
Officer and the observer at New-Orleans had no 
knowledge or information whatever of the ap- 
proaching rain.

THE LOSS OF THE PROTEUS 


bemastiniginleny 

LIEUT. GARLINGTON’S NARRATIVE 
OF THE VOYAGH. 

NEW AND INTERESTING COMMENTS AND 

EXPLANATIONS—WHY HB DID NOT LAND 


AT LITTLETON ISLAND, 

Wasxincton, Oct. 19.—Tne Secretary of 
War has received from the Chief Signal Officer the 
official report of Lient. E. A. Garlington, com- 
mander of the recent aretic expedition to Smith's 
Sound for the relief of the Signal Service party at 
Lady Franklin Bay. The report is very long, and 
goes fully into all the details of the voyage and 
wreck of the Proteus and the retreat 
of her eurvivors in small boats to the 


Greenland settlement of Upernavik. Many 
points of the narrative have been covered by pre- 
vious accounts from various sources, but the de- 
tailed description of the Joss of the ship and the 
behavior of her crew, the explanation of the rea- 
sons for the retreat to Upernavik, the comments 
of Lieut. Gariington upon the seamanship of Capt. 
Pike, and the review of Lieut. Greely's chances of 
escape are all new and full of interest. The re- 
port is in substance as follows: 

The Proteus sailed from S8t. John, Newfound- 
land, on June 29, and arrived at Godhaven, Green- 
land,on July 6, after an uneventful voyage of 
eight days. Capt. Pike at firet ran past the harbor, 
in entire ignorance of its proximity, although the 
weather was clear and pleasant, but the ship was 
finally overhauled by the Godhaven Llot- 
boat and guided to its destination. Upon land- 
ing Lieut, Garllngton found that no instructions 
had been received by the Danish authorities there 
with regard to assistanee to be rendered to the 
expedition, and consequently that no skin clothing 
had been prepared and no native dog-drivers 
engaged. Such supplies, however, as were obtain- 
able at short notice were boa the stores left 
at Godhaven by the expedition of iast year were 
taken on board; four depots, of 250 rations each, to 
be left along the coast of Smith's Sound were pre- 
pared and packed, and every possib!e preparation 
was made for an encounter with the ice. 

On July 12 the United States steamer Yantic ar- 
rived, and on July 13 the Swedish steamer Sophia, 
Prof. Nordenskjold’s ship, touched at Godnaven 
on her wer north. On July 16the Proteus sailed 
for a sma!) native settlement In Disco Fiord, where 
Lieut. Garlington expected to get an Eequimau 
driver. Just off the entrance to tue fiord she met 
with her first accident, running aground, and 
injuring .her false keel as a consequence 
of the Captain's neglect to take soundings. When 
the ship’s lead line was finally pronught into re- 
quisition by Lieut. Cu)well it indicated five fathoms 
of water where in reality there were only 12 feet. 
An investigation revealed the fact that at 
some time in the past three fathoms 
had been cut from the lead line and 
used for some other purpose, so that even if 
soundings had been made they would have 
shown plenty of. water for the Proteus, where in 
reality there was hardiy enough for a kayack. 
Lieut. Garlington says: “The careless manner in 
which the ship was befng navigated was thus again 
brotght forcibly to my mind, and althouch I was 
determined not to interfere in the slightest way 
with Capt. Pike in his duties as master, | could not 
refrain from calling his attention to the matter, 
and insisting on more care in the future."’ 

The ship was finally gotten off without serious 
injury, and on the same afternoon she sailed for 
the north. At 4 P. M. July 19 she brought up 
against a solid floe, behind which could be seen 
land, which the Captain said was Bushman Island, 
near Cape York. Observations, however, made by 
Lieut. Colweil showed that the ship was near the 
bottom of Melvilie Bay. 100 miles or more from 
Cape York, and that the land in sight ahead was 
one of the islands of the Belgone group, near Cape 
Walker. ‘I was not surprised,” Lieut. Garlicngton 
says, “at theerror made by Capt. Pike, as he had 
no idea of what was the local deviation of his com- 
pass, which must have been great and variable, for 
different courses, due to the large amount and un- 
equa! distribution of iron about the binnaocle.”’ 

On July 20 Cape York was sighted, and on July 
21 the ship passed to the leeward of D. E. Cary 
Island, and lay there while Lieut. Garlirgton 
landed and examined the depot of provisions left 
by the Nares expedition in 1575. It was found to 
be in fairly good condition, 75 per cent. of the 
food being eatable in an emergency. After taking 
copies of the records left there by Nares and 
Greely, Lieut. Garlington proceeded northward, 
and at6 A. M., July 22. rounded Cape Alexander 
and entered Pandora Habor. “ The weather,” he 
says, “ was perfect—calm, warm, delightful—and 
the hills were green with the pretty flowering moss 
of those regions, with ocgasional patches of grass 
of luxuriant growth. ‘There was no ice as 
far as could be seen from the ‘crow nest’ with 
the aid of a very powerful telescope. I deter- 
mined, if conditions contiuned the same, not to 
stop to leave arecora at Littleton Island, but to 
take advantage of the open water and auspicious 
circurnstances and push to the northward as far as 
Cape Prescott, where I had determined to make 
my first cache of provisions and to leave a whale- 
boat.” At 11:30 A. M. the Proteus came to the 
edge of the ice, which was found to extend 
in an unbroken pack entirely across the 
sound. While waiting for an opening 
Lieut. Garlington landed on Cape Subine 
and examined the cache left by the expedition of 
last year. Everything was found to be in good 
condition except the tarpaulin covering of the 
stores, which bad been torn to pieces. and the 
whale-boat, which had been scratched and some- 
what injured by bears, but not to such an extent 
as torender it unserviceable. Late in the after- 
noon of July 22 lanes of open water appeared on 
the western side of the sound and seemed to extend 
from Buchanan Strait to the vicinity of Cape Hawks. 
The Proteus worked her way slowly and with 
frequent ramming through the narrow leads in the 
pack until about5 A. M. July 23, when sho was 
within four miles of Cape Albert. It was then dis- 
covered thatall the open waterin the direction 
of Cape Hawks had disappeared, the pack hav- 
ing elosed up during the uight. The attempt 
to proceed northward was therefore tempora- 
rily abandoned, and Capt. Pike endeavored to 
work his ship out of the ice to the open 
water in the vicinity of Cape Sabine. At 
2:45 P. M. the Proteus was brought to a 
stand-still within 400 yards of open water, and 
the heavy ice closed in upon her with enormous 
pressure, smashing in the starboard-rall, squeezing 
up the deck-planks so as to openall the seams, 
and finally forcing {ts way through the ship's side 
into tbe starboard coal-bunker.”’ Lieut. Garling- 
ton at this time was in the main hold 
with a detachment of men getting out 
provisions, while Lieut. Colwell  superin- 
tended the clearing away of the boats. 
All the stores on deck and those near at hand in 
the hold were thrown overboard upon the ice, but 
the ship filled so rapidly with water that the men 
below were driven out long before they had com- 

leted their task. Lieut. Colwell succeeded in say- 
ng two whale-boats and the dingy, and Lieut. Gar- 
lington superintendeéd the removal of poats and 
stores to a piace of safety atagreater distan@ 
from the sinking ship. The chronometers, sex- 
tants, and records were then getten ont of the 
cabin and safely placed ontheiee. **At 6:50 P. M.,” 
Lieut. Garlington says. *‘those who were sti}l on 
the ship saving whatever they could left her, Lieut. 
Colwell leaving last. At 7:15 P. M. she began to 
sink, and slowly passed out of sight on an even 
keel.”’ 

Lieut. Garlington warmly commends Lieut. Col- 
well’s courage and presence of mind during this 
trying time, and says that but for bis exertions one 
of the whale-boats would have been lost. and this 
would have seriously embarrassed, even {if it did 
not prevent, a successful retreat. His own men, 
without exception, worked heroically for the gen- 
eral zood, but the crew of the Proteus abandoned 
the!r posts at the first alarm and ran to save their 
own property in the ferecastie, and as soon 
as the stores were thrown out on the ice they 
began to appropriate everything that they wanted, 
breaking open and rifling boxes and bags of pri- 
vate clothing and stealing their contents. ‘ They 
seemed bent on robbing,”’ Lieut. Garlington says, 
“from the start. I think, however, that if their 
own officers had taken the proper stand there 
would have been no difficulty in preventing them 
from indulging their stealing propensities.’’ Caps. 
Pike, in reply to Lieut. Gariington’s protests, said 
that he was powerless to prevent this plundering, 
and that the men of bis crew were ‘* the worst lot of 
scoundrels he ever saw.” ** Force would kave been 
needed,”’ Lieut. Garlington says, **to campe! the 
observance of the disciplinary regulations neces- 
sary to a successful retreat from our perilous pos!- 
tion, and more force than } had at my command. 
I determined, therefore, to keep my men and 
steres sefarate end distinct, avoiding, if possible, 
any unnecessary collision.” 

Lieut. Garlingtun then described the transporta- 
tion to Cape Sabine of a part of the stores which 
had been saved, the great difficulty experienced in 
getting back and forth through the moving ice 
with the loaded boats, and the deposit of 500 ra- 
tions for Lieut. Greely’s use at a point on the shore 
about three miles west of Cape Sebine. 
In spite of the most strenuous exer- 
tlons it was found impossible to remove 
to land all the stores left op the floe where the 
Proteus had sunk before the floe itself drifted 
away to such a distance that further communica- 
tion with it through the running ice of the con- 
stantly moving pack was out of the question. 

“The prime object of the expedition.” Lieut. 
Garlington says, “was now defeated. What was 
the best course to follow to be able to accomplish 
something looking to the relief of Greely was the 
great problem to be solved. To have gone porth 
in small boats was sitogether impossible. If the 
Yanticshould reach Littleton island or Pandora 
Harbor the question would become one of easy so- 
lution. J could gat from ber all the stores she could 
spare, establish a station at Life-boat Cove, remain 
there with two or three men, and send the rest of 
the party and crew of the Proteus to &t, Jobn.

tions h ed in Melville Bay im the meantime 
and if the Yantio should cross and reached Little- 
ton Island she would find my record, know of the 
disaster, and easily follow us along the coast, and 
pick us up very soon, if she did not sight us 
on her way north It was my onest 
opinion that e Yantic would not cross 
Melville Bay. I therefore decided to cross 
Smith Sound at the first favorable opportunity, 
and to proceed southward as rapidly as possivie 
for the purpose of opening communication. There 
was a possibility of meeting relief at Cape York in 
the Swedish steamer Sophia. I eonsidered the 
chanees of hercrossing Melville Bay more favor- 
able than those of the Yantioc, as she was smaller 
properly equipped, and commanded by a master of 
extenstve arotie ex ence.”’ 

The remainder of Lient. Garlington's report is 
mainly devoted to a detailed account of the re- 
treat from the mouth ot Smith Sound down the 
Greenland eoast to Upernavik. Upon reaching 
Cape York Lieut. Garlington opened communica- 
tions with aparty of Esquimaux, aud learned from 
them that nothing had been seen there ef the 
Swedish steamer Sophia. This confirmed his opin- 
ion that the ice of Melville Bay had been found 
impassable, and that it was therefore useless to 
wait on the northern aide of it for the Yantic. 

He sent Lieut. Colwell with a lichtly loaded 
boat directly across the bay to Upernavik, and 
then, with the remainder of the party, took the 
longer course around it, following the trend of 
the land. After ploking up on Browne’s Island 
arecord Jeft there ina cairn 85 years ago by Sir 
John Ross, Lieut. Garlington reached Cape Shaokle- 
ton on Aug. 28, and meta patty of Eskimaux sent 
to his relief by Commander Wilde. Ten days 
later all the eurvivors of the Proteus were gath- 
ered together on board the Yantie. 

In reviewing the situation of Lieut. Greely and 
his party, Lieut. Garlington says: “I am of the 
opinion that if Lieut. Greely shouid reaeh Littleton 
Island this season be will divide his people among 
the different Esquimau settlements, and the stores 
be will find on his line of retreat, supplemented by 
the game of that region, will be sufficient food for 
his party during the coming Winter. Unless the 
conditions of the ice permit Lieut. Greely to leave 
Discovery Harbor in his boats, I do not 
think he will attempt the journey to Lit 
tleton Island this season. He has at 
Diseovery Harbor a good house, plenty of fuel 
and provisions, with what game the country af- 
fords tocarry him to next Spring. He coula then 
Start south as early as the state of the season per- 
mitted and reach Cape Sabine without much com- 
parative difficulty. This will, in my opinion, be 
the course adopted by Lieut. Greely. 

“ I desire to call your attention to the manifest 
injury done me in the publication of certain state- 
ments immediately after the news of the disaster 
reaohed here. These statements, purporting to 
have been authorized from the Signal Office, were 
to the effect that I had been furnished with ‘ sup- 
plementary instructions’ prior to my departure 
from the United States. which instrnetions I had 
positively disobeyed. The only instructions I ever 
received are the original instructions published at 
tho time. An unsigned written paper was 
inclosed in the envelope with my instructions. 
This paper is simply anu unauthenticated copy of a 
memorandum prepared by an officer in your oftice. 
Iwas informed that this memorandum was to 
have been furnished the Secretary of the Navy to 
form the basis of instructions to be given the com- 
mander of the vessel ordered to? accompany the 
Proteus. The paper was no: addressed or signed. 
Indeed, it bore no official marks whstever. I have 
never at any time regarded it asan order, and I 
was surprised to find the statement published that 
this paper was the supplementary instructions. 
When [ found it among the papers furnished 
me,I at once carried it to you and called your 
attention specially to that clause relating to 
landing supplies on Littleton Island. You said. in 
substanee, you did not know how that had gotten 
in there, and impressed upon me the neces- 
sity of carrying out as far as possible the 
instructions I had received. These instructions 
were based upon the letter of Lieut. Greely 
and you called my attention to the fact that 
Lieut. Greely strongly urged that the offictr 
commanding the relief party should have 
“no latitude of aetion.”” The paper was not 
addressed nor signed, indeed, bore no 
official marks whatever. I did not then, nor have 
I at any time since, regarded it as an order, and I 
was surprised to find the statement published that 
this paper was the *‘ supplementary instructions.”

UNEASINESS IN MONTREAL. 


ALARMING RUMORS OF TROUBLE AND A 
SENSITIVE STOCK MARKET. 
MONTREAL, Oct. 19,.—The commercial situa- 
tion here during the past two or three days, not- 
withstanding the satisfaetory settlement secured 
by D. Morrice & Co., has been far from re- 


assuring. To-day most alarming reports were 
cireulated avout a first-class dry goods 
house of probabiy more influence than the 
lately embarrassed firm. The effect of these re- 
ports was to throw ;commercial people and the 
banks Into despair, as well as to cause 4 panicon 
the Stook Exchange. where the Bank of Montreal 
stock rapidly feil 5 per cent., the firm alluded to 
being customers there. Other banking securities 
also fell, 

All the managers of city banks were interviewed 
this afternoon, and all declared that they were 
ignorant of the house reported to be in difficulty 
being in any financial trouble. The managers of 
the Bank of Montreal gave further assurance 
that the firm had never been in as good 
& position as at present, and that it is 
not menaced by any impending financial 
catastrophe. These are assurances that can be 
safely accepted in reference to the standing and 
credit of the house referred to. It is openly assert- 
@4 here that the adverse rumors now so numerous 
about the dry goods trade generally originate in 
the purlieus of the Stock Exchange, and are propa- 
gated to lower prices in such a sensitive market as 
now prevails. The stock market showed a decline 
of from 1 to 5 per cent, all reund to-day.

CHICAGO SALOON LICHNSES. 
CuicaGo, Oct. 19.—Last Spring the State 
Legislature passed a jaw fixing the price of saloon 
licenses at $500. The City Council sought to avoid 


the operation of this law by passing an ordinance, 
a few days before the law went into effect, fixing 
the price for the ensuing year at $103. The Citi- 
zens’ League has since been fighting the legality 
of these licenses in the courts, but has 
been met with dilatory tactics by the other side. 
Finally, to hurry matters, an action in quo war- 
ranto wes_brought against a prominent saloon- 
keeper. Hit eounsel demurred, presenting various 
reasous, all to the effect that this was 
not the proper method ‘of procedure. 
Judge Anthony will render a decision on 
the demurrer to-morrow. His opinion is all 
written except the formal ruling. In it he com- 
bats and denies the validity of all the points re- 
lied on by the demurring counse!, and the conclu- 
sion reached from a perusaiof the document is 
that he will ruie that the method of procedure is a 
proper one. This will bring the question at issue 
to a final aecision, and will affect between 8,000 
and 4,000 saloons, inyolving over $1,500,000.

A BROKER HELD FOR CONSPIRACY. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 19.—The case of Wil- 
liam G. Barrett, charged with embezzling $23,000 
as broker and agent of Capt. Augustus Boyd, 
which was heard on habeas corpus some time ago, 


came up before Judge Allison this morning for 
disposition. The defendant was in partnership 
with a man named Cattell), and most of the money 
had been intrusted with the defendant by the pros- 
ecutor for the purchase of Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad sorip. and carrying it along. Mr. 
Cattell, it was said, had fled thecity. On the part 
of the defense it was claimed tbat Barrett could 
not be convieted of embezzling the money asa 
broker unless it had been deposited with him for 
safe custody and not for investment. The Judge 
held this point to be good, but said, as $3,000 had 
been given to the gefendants which was not 2a 
part of the general running account, and had been 
misappropriated, as it was alleged, he thought 
Barrett should be held to answer a charge of con- 
spliracy.

spection. The jury acquitted Hyer, and he will 
yrosecute the members of the Board of Health and

ROBBING A RAILROAD. 
TRUSTED EMPLOYES STEALING LARGE SUMB 
FROM THE JUNCTION COMPANY. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct, 19,—Tha Times to-mor- 
row will print an account of the thieving opera- 
tions of a number of trusted employes of the 
Junetion Railroad Company, The Junction Road 
is owned by the Reading and Pennsylvania Com- 
panies jointly. and operated by the latter. The 
full extent of the crime anda complete list or the 
criminals is not yet made public, but enough is 
known to make it certain that the sum of’ 
$21,500 in money has been abstracted from 
the oompany’s treasury in various ways, 


in addition to large, although unknown, 
quantities of supplies of al! kinds. The 
names of at least four of the employes who have 
defrauded the company are known. It was ad- 
mitted to-night by an officer of the company that 
further efforts to hush up the affair had been aban- 
doned, and that warrants would be issued for the 
arrest of the inculpated persons early next week. 

Charies E. Pugh, one of the officers of the Junc- 
tion Road, is a director of the Centennial National 
Bans. Within the Jast few months, in the 
exercise of his duties of Director, Mr. 
Pugh was informed that surprisingly large 
bank aecounts stood to the credit of some of 
the clerks of the Junction Railroad Company. One 
clerk, for iustance, who was employed in the pay 
department at a salary of $80 per month, generally 
deposited $90 in bank every four weeks. Inquiny 
showed that in addition to this evidence of frugality 
the clerk was providing liberally for his family. 
When the pay-rolls of this employe wore examined 
it was found that he had drawn at least $11,- 
6500 of the company’s money by placing the 
names of dummies, on the list with the 
actaal laborers. He was the son of a well-known 
and trusted railroad manager. . Suspension fol- 
lowed at once, but the parent made good $5,000 of 
the loss immediately, and has since paid the bal- 
ance. The company, however, declined in the 
most positive terms to give any guarantee that the 
man would not be prosecuted. 

This startling discovery Jed to the detection of 
other culprits. It was readily seen that the clerk 
who handled the pay-rolls must have confederates 
who were privy to his irregularities. It was not 
long before an expert, who was placed in charge of 
the matter, discovered that a olerk with a very 
famillar name had received $6,000 of the spoils. 
His salary was $)20 per month, although he lived 
at the rate of double that amount. Still another 
olerk was found to owe the company $4.000, which 
he had obtained in a manner similar to that em- 
ployed by the Paymaster. 

At this point information began to come to the 
officers from many outside sources. Irregularities 
were hinted atin nalfa cozen departments, and a 
rigid investigation was ordered. Every means is 
being employed to find the ramifications of the 
frauds, and public inquiries will be pushed at once 
into half a dozen departments of the railroad.

TROUBLES OF AN OCTOGENARIAN. 
WHAT CAME OF EIGHTY MARRYING TWENTY- 
NINE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 19.—Charles Simpson, 
an old colored man, who was Stephen Girard’s 
valet when the present century was young. was 
before Judge Allison to-day charged with neglect- 
ing to support his young wife. The neglected 
bride appeared in a well-made dress of black silk, 
with red and biue daisies in silk embroidery run- 
ning down the front. A heavy ostrich feather of 
red, so deep as to appear almost brown, swept 


over her broad felt hat, and touched the back of 
her neck. She bad a pretty and intelligent 
face, not darker in color than that 
of many a Caucasian bruuvette. She said 
that about two months ago she had had some 
trouble with one of her venerabie husband's sons 
by a previous marriage, and that since that time 
her husband had refused to properly support her. 
The old man came slowly up to the bar, leaning on 
astout cane. His complexion was about the color 
of a light Havana cigar.

His hair, which was strikingly plenti- 
ful, looked like loose raw cotton, A_ pair 
of big, round, silyer-rimmed  eye-glasses 
rested upon his ehubby nose. He 

in a eep voice that he had _=:; 
passed his eighty-third birthday. His wife was not 
quite 29. He married her about a year ago. She 
was hissecond mate, and about 15 years younger 
than his eldest son. His children objected to his 
wedding again. but be had married. he said, be- 
cause he wished to have some one who weuld be 
devoted to him in his declining years. He took 
his wife in among his children. The result was 
not happy, and only a few weeks ago 

of his sons was in conrt for boxing his 
wife’s ears.

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RIVER AND HARBOR IMPROVEMENTS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19,—Secretary Lincoln 
has received from the UVhief Engineer of the War 
Department a report containing a list of the ex- 
penditures which the engineers have found, after 


surveys of improvements in rivers and harbors, 
ean be made to advantage, and such expendi- 
tures for new improvements as can properiy 
be made to the public benefit. The sum 
of the expenditures reported is upward of 
$35,000,000, and includes items of $3,000,000 for im- 
proving the Mississippi River between the passes 
and Cairo, and $200,000 for the Mississippi River 
Commission. The second session of the Forty- 
seventh Congress did not pass a River and Harbor 
bill, and all river and harbor work has been p®ose- 
cuted since the Summer of 1882 upon the 
appropriations passed by the first session of the 
Forty-seyenth Congress. The total appropriations 
by the last River and Harbor bill were $18,988,875, of 
which $4,923,000 was for the improvement of the 
re River between the passes and Cairo, and 
$150,000 for the Mississippi River Commission. The 
Secretary of War bas not yet examined the report 
of the engineers, and their statement of $35,000,000 
as the amount that can be advantageously ex- 
pended is subject to revision to any amount that 
his discretion may suggest. Itis provable that the 
table of estimates to be submitted to Congress 
will call for a great dea! less than $20,000,000,

THE FUNDING OF TENNESSER BONDS. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 19.—Chancellor 
Merritt to-day dismissed the suit of John H. Wright 
and others against Gov. Bates and the Funding 
Board, to enjoin the board from carrying out the 


provisions of the act passed at the last session of 
the Legislature, authorizing the funding of State 
bonds at 50 cents with 3 per cent. interest. It was 
stated by the court that the bill was without equity, 
and it was therefore dismissed at the cost of the 
plaintiffs. In deciding the case Chancellor 
Merritt said the only point made by the 
complaivants uecessary to notice was that 
it is not lawful to appropriate taxes 
to the building of railroads, and that the bonds of 
this State for such purposes are void. The Chan- 
cellor said thet as this question had been before 
the Supreme Court of the Stute in a large number 
of cases and had been unifermly decided against 
the views of the complainants, it was unnecessary 
to discuss the question. The Funding Board are 
still at work, but their operations ure confined to 
small batches of bonds.

THE STRIKING SWITCHMEN. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Oct. 19.—The striking 
switchmen are despondent, and the mest enthusi- 
astioc now expect no concessions on the part of the 
railroads. None of the roads find much difficulty 


in securing men to do the switching, and although 
committees of the strikers are visiting the different 
yards and doing all in their power to withdraw the 
men at work, their efforts are uniformly failures. 
One of the strikers, who bas heretofore been very 
sanguine about the success of the strike, to-day 
admitted that the men could not hold out past 
Monday. ‘‘We struck before we were ready,”’ 
suid he, *‘expecting outside help, That he!p is not 
forthcoming, and we will have to quit.

AWAY AND CITIZENS RESTING. 

NEwsure, Oct. 19.—'rhe centennial revolu- 
tionary celebration dies hard. There has been 
much bustle and confusion here to-day incident 
upon the departure of the guests who remained 
over night owing to a Jack of faith in their ability 
to reach home by the railroad trains and steam- 
boats last night. The Tallapoosa, with Secretary 
Chandler and his guests, left here last evening and 
ran down to West Point, wnere the party spent the 
night. The rest of the vessels went down the Hud- 


son this afternoon. The Putnam Phalarx left in 
the early morning, going to their home at Hart- 
ford, Conn., by way of the New-York and New- 
England Road. At about the same time stragglers 
from nearly all the organizations Lee ppmawenm d in 
the parade, who were in a dilapidated condition, 
asarule, gotfont of town. Three hose companies 
remained over night and took their departure up 
the Hudson late this afternoon. 

The streets were well thronged throughout the 
day. and hundreds of visitors who were unable to 
get near Washingzton’s Head-quarters yesterday 
walked through the historical rooms to-day, and 
looked over the paintings and other objects of in- 
terest which were not locked up to be out of the 
way of thieves. The gay dressing of bunt- 
ing on the houses was stripped from 
many of the public buildings, and  bust- 
ness Was resumed after a fashion, but 
proprietors and clerks at the stores were worn 
out and the ladies bad not recovered sufficiently 
from the exeltement of yesterday to resume their 
favorite amusement of shopping.

COUNTERFEITERS CAUGHT. 


THREE MEN AND A WOMAN TRAPPED IN 
THEIR MOBILE WORKSHOP. 
MoBILE, Ala., Oct. 19.—Detectives and po- 
lice officers raided a house in the suburbs of this 
city this morning on information that three conn- 


terfeiters named Thomas Bohannon, Oliver Bo- 


bannon, and James Hollowell, who had been 
“ebadowed” from Lonisvillé by Government de- 
tectives. were concealed there. The men were 
caught and also a woman, who represents herself 
as the wife of Thomas. At the same time were 
captured plaster molds, composition metal, acids, 
a battery. &c.. all in use at the time of the raid, 
and 114 counterfeit one-dollar pieces. 

The arrest of these counterfeiters is the most 
important event in this part of the State for years. 
A great many counterfeit dollars have been ut- 
tered here in the past three weeks, and, being ex- 
cellent except in weight, were passing freely. 
Thomas Bohannan is well known, having been in 
the telegraph service here. He is supposed to have 
lately joined the gang in Louisville, where the 
counterfeiters were at work, but were scared 
away. He came to Mobile and _ rented 
a house near the old camp grounds. Ie 
this house the machinery was set up 
about three weeks ago. Operations began at once, 
and Hollowell uttered the false coin. This be- 
came so numerous that street car drivers were or- 
dered to receive no more dollar pieces of any sort. 
Special Agent Wilde, of New-Orleans, followed 
the gang from Louisville, and has been here five 
days. The house was found by following ex- 
oe packages shipped to Bohannon from Louis- 
ville. 

Thomas Bohannon showed fight and attempted 
to escape, but was brought down by a bullet in 
the fleshy part of his body. The others were easi-

A SUGGESTION BY MR. KNOX. 
WASHINGTON, Oct, 19.—Mr. John J. Knox, 
the Controiler of the Currency, says that the sngges- 
tion made by him in the Bankers’ Convention at 
Louisville that the national banks might find the 


consols of England and the rentes of France use- 
ful as securities to be deposited with the Treasury 
Department to secure their circulation, was put 
forward as one solution of the problem presented 
by the impending contraction of the eurreney. 
The full report of bis speech has not been printed, 
but he says that he offered the suggestion more 
in the wav of inviting discussion than as a recom- 
mendation for Congressional action. It did not 
seem to him, he said, that any danger was to be 
apprehended because it was intimated that invest- 
ments in foreign securities by the national banks 
had been suggested. British and French bankers 
had not hesitated to take our securities, and 
they had held them as good without 
fear that the United States would reru- 
diate them because held abroad. He did not 
think that investments in them would amount to 
more than $20,000.00 if such investments were al- 
lowed. Dr. Knox does not know whether he will 
embody this suggestion in his annual report or not. 
It was put forward at Louisville to invite discus- 
sion, but he finds that Ohio politics was so much 
more interesting at the time the address was de- 
livered that the suggestion did not attract zeneral 
attention or wide writicism.

He said as the veil 
was lifted from the face of his son: *‘ Poor boy! 
he is better off now. Heis at rest.” Late in the 
evening the widow of the dead man and his sister 
and brother visited the place. Mrs. Hovey was 
greatly excited. She threw herself sobbing upon 
the ceffin and kissed the face again and again. The 
funeral services will be held in a room over the 
dead-house at 10 o’clock this morning. The Rev. 
Dr. Guilvert will officiate. The interment will be 
at Woodlawn. 

Edward Hovey prebably deserved the fate he 
met as richly as any murderer ever hanged in this 
City, for his crime was brutal, cold-blooded, and 

éunoprovoxed. Hovey was a,painter, but was idie 
and dissolute, and spent several terms in the penl- 
teutiary for stealing. The crime for which he suf- 
fered was the murdér of his .sister-inlaw, Mrs. 

Fannie Vermilye, in her residence, No. 273 West 

Thirty-eigbth-street, on April 26, 1882. He treated 

his wife with great brutality, aud she was 

obliged to ieave him and live with her 
pister. Hovey _ tried to make his wife 
support him and was denied access to 

Mrs. Vermilye’s house. On the day of the tragedy 

he had been drinking. and, after Mrs. Vermilye’s 

husband went back to his work after dinner, 
ovey went inte the house and deliberately shot 
er without warning. The victim ran down stairs 
to the roow of a neighbor and died in a few mo- 
ments. Hovey was arrested the same afternoon. 

In September of the same year he was tried and 

found guilty of murder in the first degree, and sen- 

teneed to be banged on the 17th of the following 

November, Bis counsel obtained a stay of pro- 

ceedings and appealed the case. He was defeated, 

and Hovey waz sentenced to be hanged on the 27th 
of lastJuly. An effort was made for another trial 
, onthe ground of newly discovered eviaence, and 

he was again respited until Oct. 19, Hovey was a 
man without education, but of much natural 
shrewdness. He was a skillful portrait painter, 
and, during his incarceration in the Tombs, painted 
bis own portralt from a looking-glass, and did sey- 
eral water-color landscapes.

A WOMAN HANGED. 
MARGARET HARRIS MEETS WER DEATH 
FIRMLY AT CALHOUN, Ga. 


CaLHovn, Ga., Oct. 19.—Margaret Harris, 
the murderess of little Lela Lewis, was hanged 
here this morning in the presence of a’ crowd of 
from 3,500 to 4,000 persons. The prisoner did not 
rest well last night, not sleeping any, and praying 
allnight. At 10:85 A. M. she was taken from the 
jail under an armed escort and carried to the gal- 
lows, which was erected three-quarters of a mile 


north of the court-house. After singing ‘Jesus, 
lover of my soul,” a prayer bythe Rev. W. D. 
Johneon, colored, and the singing of “ Sweet Bye 
and — the woman made the following state- 
ment: 

GENTLEMEN, Lapizgs, FRigNDs, AND ALL: I ho 
congregation will be quiet while I make this last 
statement of factsin this case. Iam going to tel! the 
truth before God—the holy truth. 1 hope you will all 
take warning from my fate, and none of you ever 
stand onthe gallows as I de this morning! I 
am innocent of the charge. I did not pol- 
son Lela Lewis, and I hope to meet her in 
heaven, M kin-people brought me to this 
and | want them to pray for me in heaven, as there is 
no parting there, have heara they sald hanging 
was too good for me; I ought to be burned. 1 hope 
they will repent like me, and meet mein heaven, for 
there is no forgiveness here. Every tub must stand 
on its own bottom here, bnt up there I will get justice. 
Iam innocent, and my people are to blame because I 
stand where | doto-day. I meee yon will all raise 
your children so as to meet me eavon, and never 
stand on the lows. Farewell all, | am going to 
die! Farewellall! Good bye! I must die! I hope 
this rman will de released, as he is innocent, be- 
fore God. He is innocent. 

The prisoner's sister was on the scaffold, and, 
turning to her, she told her to be warned by her 
fate. All her statements were made in a clear, 
ringing voiee, although at times she became in- 
coherent and repeated sentences over and over 

ain. At 12:07 o’clock the trap was sprung. In 

ight minutes her pulse ceased to beat, and in 20 
minutes she was declared dead. Her neck was 
broken, and she died without a struggle. The 
body was turned over to her sister for burial. The 
orewd was very orderly and quiet, no drinking be- 
ing allowed. ‘ 

Margaret Harris was about 18 years ef age, coal 
black, five feet two inches in height, heavily built, 
and weighed 150 pounds. She had only one eye, 
the right one being out,and altogether her face was 
not plonnaxt to look upon. Added to this she had 
very large hands and feet, which made her appear- 
ance even worse looking. Toyour correspondent 
she talked freely, but did not seem to comprehend 
the enormity of hererime. The crime was com- 
mitted in August last. She wished to marry a cer- 
tain negro man, and Mrs. Lewis, who raised her 
from a babe, opposed the match. She first stated 
in court that this negro man, Dave McDowéeil, or 
Dave Dukes, as he is better known, and whom ghe 
stated she wished to marry, induced her to try to 
“ conjure” the old lady’s lite away by putting some 
white beans in a bottle with water in it and bury- 
ing it with the neck of the bottledownward. She 
said he told her that when the beans began to 
swell the old lady would get sick, and when the 
beans burst she would burst too. This conjuring 
process did not “ work,” and so she said he gave 

er poison to putin the food. She put the poison 
In some rice, of which the whole family ate. 
All recovered from the effects of the poison but 
one child, which died. She, however, made a 
sworn statement that McDowell, or Duker, was not 
guilty of giving her the poison, or of knowing any- 
thing whatever of the crime, but fixed the guilt 
upon one Dick Barnes, who, she said, gave her the 
ison and who told her to fix the crime upon 
ave Dukes, 80 that she and Barnes could marry 
Christmas. On her sworn statement McDowell, or 
Dukes, was tried and convicted as being accessory 
to the deed, at the same term of court at which 
she was found guilty, and sentenced to penal servi- 
tude for life. Sentence bas been suspended in his 
case pending a new trial, which has been granted, 
on the s tatement which he now swears to. He is 
64 years old, with white whiskers. He says that he 
knows nothing whetever of the crime, Barnes 
lived three miles from the Lewis place, andisa 
member of Fairmount Methodist Church. He has 
not been tried yet. 


‘ HANGED IN AN OPEN FIELD. 
TAYLOR BRYANT PROTESTS HIS INNOCENCE 
ON TRE SCAFFOLD. 

Monrozr, Ga.,, Oct. 19.—Taylor Bryant, 
colored, was hanged in the presenee of 10,000 spec- 
tators in an open field, half a mile distant from the 
jail, in this place, at 1 o’elock this afternoon. His 
Jast hours were spent in the usual man- 
ner, and he marehed to the scaffold in 
an . unfaltering manner under an armed 


guard of 50 men. Thousands of excited 
colored women followed the procession, and rent 
the air with weird shouts, songs, and prayers. On 
the gallows Bryant maintained his innocence, and 
said he fell a victim to the prejudice existing be- 
tween the races in the South. Bryant was still 
muttering an incoherent jumble of words when 
the trap was sprung, and be was Jeft dangling in 
the air. The crowd, not being prepared for so 
sudden an arrival of the fatal moment, seemed 
startled by the spectacle, and set up a wild wail, 
which the women continued several minutes. 

Several weeks ago Bryant sold his body toan 
Atlanta medical college, and three doctors from 
that institution, who were present at the hanging, 
packed the body in a large trunk and shipped it to 
the dissecting-room. Bryant's denial did not 
change the wide-spread belief in his guilt. 

The crime for which Taylor Bryant gave up his 
life recalls a singular career of crime. On the 
night of Aug. 29, last, Mrs, Elizabeth V. Swords, a 
highly respectable widow, who lives alone with 
her two littie children, was awakened about 2 
o’clock by some one tearing down the window and 
getting in her room. She asked who it was, and 
was told it was a white man, and that he would 
kill her if she screamed. She reached for her 
pistol and snapped it at him, but it failed to fire 
when most needed. In this helpless condition the 
woman was oaught and choked and her 
mouth covered until the villain accomplished 
his purpose. He then left her and her 
children screaming with fright, telling them that 
he would kill them allif they did not keep quiet. 
No sooner had he left the house than she ran toa 
neighbor’s house and gave thealarm. She told 
her friends that it was a negro who lived on Mr. 
Moon's place. Fifty or sixty men were soon ou 
his track. One negro living on Mr. Moon’s place 
was arrested and carried before her. ‘He is not 
the one,”’ she promptly said, and he was liberated. 
Another one was then arrested, living on the same 
place. When brought within 50 yards of her she 
recognized him, and said most positively that he 
was the right one. This negro had been to her house 
twice before, and had made impudent and improper 
remarks to her. He was carried to Loganville and 
sent from there under strong guard to Monroe, 
where the Grand Jury found a true bill against 
him next day, and he was put on tria! at once and 
convicted and sentenced to death within three 
days from the date of the crime. 

On the way to jail he said that he was innocent 
of this crime, but that he gave that other white 
woman ——. This remark was explained a few 
hours later by the appearanee of another body of 
men, who told of the black villain’s assaulting a 
white laay in ahother part of the county. 

The same night this same negro went into Mr. 
Sand’s house and got into the bed where two of 
his grown daughters were sleeping. The whole 
family, consisting of seven in number, were at 
home. The screams of the ladies caused the brute 
to fiy, however. A hundred citizens met at Bay 
Creek meeting-honse, and dgcided if the jury 
didn’t find him guilty they w6uld go to Monroe 
andlynch him. Taylor Bryant was asmall black 
negro, some 25 years old, and wore the face of a 
bardened criminal. Just a year ago he was lib- 
erated from the penitentiary, after serving a term 
for a similar crime.

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MANUPACTURER COMMITS SUICIDE WITH- 
OUT ANY APPARENT CAUSE. 
Henry W. Gwinner, President of the Hoole 
Manufacturing Company, shot himseif last even- 
ing with a pistol in his office at No. 46 Bend-street, 
and died almost immediately. Mr, Gwinner’s par- 
ents were Alsatians, and he-was born ia Philadel- 
phia in 1820, When quite young he became a 
printer, and in 1859 he was made foreman of the 
Courier, in Charleston, 8. C. He entered the 
service of the Pennsylvania Railroad as ticket 
agent, and was advanoed gradually to the posi- 


tion of General Auditor of Passenger Accounts, 
taking in the entire road. In 1880, when’the Hoole 
Manufacturing Company was reorganized, Mr. 
Gwinner became its President and W. H. Wool- 
verton the Treasurer. The company make rail- 
road uniforms, mail and dispatch bags, ticket 
cases, baggage checks, &c. The company profited 
by Mr. Gwinner's long association with railroad 
men, as he was thoroughly versed in every rail- 
road detail. His residence up to May last was in 
Poiladelphia, and he last lived there in the Colon- 
nade Hotel. In May he took his wife—they had no 
children—to the country, and a few weeks aco 
came to New-York and lived in the boarding- 
house No. 40 East Twelfth-street. 

Recently, it is said, Mr. Gwinner attimes was 
petulant, and once was heard, when he was ver 
angry over a trifling matter, to say that he woul 
shoot himself. At4o'clook yesterday afternoon 
he went to the head-quarters of the company and 
disoussed business matters with his assistant, Mr. 
E. B. Wishaar. Mr. Gwinner appeared cheerful, and 
gave minute directions in regard to correspondence. 
Afterward, while Mr. Gwinner was in_ his pri- 
vate office. he signed lettersjand checks brought 
to him Mr. Wishaar. At 5:20 o'clock 
Mr. Wishaar, while in the serge office outside of 
the President's offiee, heard the erack of a pistol 
and saw Mr. Gwinner lay a pisto! on his desk and 
sink backward. He did not speak or make a sign, 
and was dead in less than a minute. As 
Superintendent Walling was an old personal 
friend of Mr. Gwinner, he was first no- 
tifed, and he searchea Mr. Gwinner’s pock- 
ets and his papers for an explanation of 
the suicide, but found nothing that threw any light 
on the aet. Mr. Walling put some railroad passes, a 
watch and chain, asum of money, and some pri- 
vate papers in an envelope and sent them to Capt. 
Brogan, of the Fifteenth cinct, directing him to 
retain possession of them until the inquest. Mrs. 
Gwinner bad the news broken to her and she was 
too prostrated last night to talk toany one. _ 

Some time ago Mr. Gwinner said that if he died 
he would like his body to be placed in the club- 
room of the National Railroad Association, which 
is at No. 46 Bona-street, and of whieh he was 4 
member, and his wish was complied with last 
nigbt after Coroner Merkle had made a prelimi- 
nary investigation. Notice of his death was sent 
to the members of the association, and a meeting 
of them to take suitable action will be held to-day. 
Mr, Gwinner had an income of about $10,000 a 
year, and he lived much within his means. His 
friends say that he was not financially embarrassed. 
The pisto] with whieh he shot himself was a smali 
one, and was kept in the office safe.

HUNDREDS OF HAPPY CHILDREN. 


THE VISITORS TO THE NEW-YORK JUVENILE 
ASYLUM ENTERTAINED BY ITS INMATES. 
The semi-annual visit of the Board of Direc- 

tors of the New-York Juvenile Asylum was made 

yesterday, and many friends of the institution ac- 
companied them and were shown through the 
buildings and grounds. At the station at One Hun- 

dred and Forty-fifth-street of the elevated road a 

number of carriages were in waiting to convey the 


visitors to the asylum, nearly two miles away, at 
One Hundred and Seventy-sixth-street and Tenth- 
avenue, and by 2 o’clock probably a hun- 
dred had arrived, among them the Rey. Messrs. 
Alien F, DeCamp, C. B. Gardner, and C. A. Stod- 
dard; ex-Mayor Booth, of Breoklyn; L. N. Fuller, 
H. F. Hatch, D. M. Hateh, and S. B. White. After 
having enjoyed a tempting lanoh the visi- 
tors were shown through the various depart- 
ments of the home. Then there were ex- 
ereises in the chapel, where 810 little faces were 
turned to tne visitors, and a happier looking little 
let is not often seen. A band of 20 instruments, 

posed wholly of boys of the home, played sev- 
eral pieces, after which nearly 1.000 voices united 
in chanting the Lord’s Prayer. President Kingsley 
spoke of the grand work of the institution and 
paid a tribute tothe Rev. Messrs. Appollos Wet- 
more and John Williams Quincy and Peter 
Cooper, who had all manifested much interest 
in it, and were among its original incorporators. 
For the first 10 years of the 80 which the institu- 
tion had existed the death-rate averaged about 10 
each year, and for the last 10 yearsit had been 
only 1 9-10 per cent. with an average attendance of 
over 600. Other tulks were made by the Rev. 
Drs. Gardner, of Rochester, and Peck, of Brook- 
lyn; Mr. Peter Carter, andthe Rev. Mr. Fuller. 
After recitations and deelamations by the boy 
and girls and calisthenic exercises, the children 
marched to the play-ground, and as the visitors 
left, they were hotly chasing one another to the 
music of ‘* Yankee Doodle” by the Juvenile Band, 
Thirty children will go next week to the Western 
agency of theasylum. ‘There,’ said the Superin- 
tendent, ‘*they will be indentured. Our past ex- 
perience has shown that 90 percent. make good, 
industrious citizens. Since the foundation of the 
home in 1856 there have been 23,000 children cared 
for here, and of the number 4,000 have found West- 
ern homes.”’

To attempt to overthrow 
the Cabinet by means which are likely to involve 
ce in foreign complications is a dangerous po- 
game. The monarchists on their side natu- 
ly exaggerate the affair, and use it against the 
orm of government as wellas against the Govern- 
ment itself. They go to one extreme as much as 
the intransigeants gotothe other. There is only 
one opinion expressed by all republicans who are 
not blinded by personal or party animosity, 
and that is that the manifestation of Saturday 
was a humiliating one for every self-respecting 
Frenchman. M. Jules Ferry’s attitude throughout 
the whole affair has been perfectly correct. As 
President of the Council he desired to give the 
King of Spain a reception due to bis rank as the 
obief of a neighboring, friendly nation, such a re- 
ception, in snort, as the President of the French 
Republic would receive were he to visit Spain. It 
is Dot M. Grévy’s fault if a portion of the popula- 
tion has forgotten its own dignity as well as that 
ofthe country. Foreigners will certainly not ac- 
suse the whele nation or even the entire city of a 
stupid act performea by a small fraction of the 
pulation, The same brawlers, we are reminded, 
ulted Thiers and Gambetta. 

Saturday’s manifestation is likely to have a seri- 
ous effect oo French home politics. Ihave already, 
peg letter, mentioned the outery which 

lately been raised against M. Wilson. The

Gambetta, now represented by M. Ferry, The 
narrel has thus far been carried on quietly, but 
since the establishment of La /etite France it has 
gradually been growing more pronounced. M, 
Wilson bas lost no opportunities to attack the 
enewies of bis father-in-law, 2nd these enemies are 
now beginning to fight back. M. Ranc’s article 
of Saturday is an opening shot. The fépudlique 
Francaise, M. Gambetta’s old paper, has followed 
suit, and to-day the attack is general all along the 
Opportunist lines. M. Wilson's indiscretions are 
giving his opponents a chance to attack the Presi- 
dent, whereas heretofore M. Grévy's person has 
always been respected by the Opportunists. As 
yet the President has not disavowed the charge of 
pressure brought inst M. Ferry by M. Wilson. 
The opponents o Ferry are using this 
against :him, and the quarrel becom- 
ing more bitter each day. While this gquar- 
rel will be amusing to the Monarchists 
and give the intransigeants another string to their 
bow, it will sadden all those disinterested friends 
of France who know her isolation in Europe and 
who feel that her only hope of regaining her old 
strength and influence lies in the unity of the Re- 
publican Party. The constant change of Minis- 
tries, all brought on by dissensions within the 
.isaapectacle no doubt highly enjoyed at 
rlin, but it is strange that Frenchmen do not see 
how such spectacles as those of Saturday and the 
consequences likely to follow from them help the 
cause of their enemies much more than they serve 
the interest of France. 

Miss Emma Nevada has made ber second début 
at the Opéra Comique in “ Mignon.” There is only 
one opinion as to the evenness and perfect purity 
of her voice, the newness of her conception of the 
role, and her intelligent play. In opéra gomique 
there is a great deal of the dialogue which ought 
to be spoken, and it is here, unfortunately, that 
Miss Nevada, the same as Miss Van Zandt, is lack- 
ing. In “Mignon” most of the heroine's dialogue 
has been made into recitatives, but thisschange 
has not enabled either of these two young 
Americans to conceal her nationality. Miss 
Nevada is certainly a brilliant artiste and one 
who wil] win a strong hold over the Parisians. She 
is modest off of the stage, avoids interviewers and 
topage, has as yet developed no caprices, and for 
all these rare qualities deserves to become a favor- 
ité. At the Renaissance “Le Vertigo,” a new 
opera-bouffe by Messrs. Crisafulli and Bocago, with 
music by Hervé, has just been produced with great 
“unsuccess.” Let me say at once that it is not 
likely that any American manager will produce it 
unless he is prepared to have the libretto made 
over into Latin. Besides its broadness, the piece 
has neither beginning nor end. The authors have 
attempted to give an opera-bouffe such as Offen- 
bach made famous, but they have entirely missed 
the mark: they have been smutty without being 
witty. M. Hervé seems to have lost all his inspira- 
tion. He repeats himself in all his melodies, and 
his music in “ Vertigo” is simply a string of 
reminiscenees. On the same evening @ one-act 
operette, ** Le Fon Chopine,”’ words by kmann- 
Chatrian and music by M. Seilwick, chief of the 
Garde Républicaine band, was given for the first 
time. The words are stupid, but the music is deli- 
cately written. Thé piece belongs to the Opéra 
Comique rather than to the Renaissance.

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS. 


PENSION OFFICE STATISTICS. 
Wasnineron, Oct. 19.—The report of the 
Commissioner of Pensions for the fiseal year ended 
June 380, 1883, shows that there were 803,658 pen- 
sioners on the roll at the end of the fiseal year. 


During the year the names of 38,162 new pensioners 
and the names of 796 whose pensions had been 
dropped previously were restored to the roll, 
making 38,958 ——— added during the year, an 
excess of 10, over the preceding year. The 
—o annual value of ezch pension was $106 18, 
and the aggregate annual yalue of all pensions 
was $32,245,192, an increase ot $2,904,090. The 
amount paid for pensions was $60,064,009, exceed- 
ing their annual value by several million dollars. 
The bulk of this excess was on account of arrears 
of pension covering the period prior to the allow- 
ance of claims. The whole number of claims filed 
since 1861 was 886,187, of which 510,938 were 
allowed. During the same time $621,073.297 were 
paid for pensions and the costs of disbursement. 


NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
Wasnrneron, Oct. 19, 1883. 
Commissioner McFarland, of the General

Indian Territory, giving the results 
of the election recently held in the Creek Nation 
to fill the position of chief. The agent reports that 
the vote stood as follows: J. M. Perryman, 641; 
Samuel Chicote, 608; Is-Par-He-Che, 485. The vote 
was canvassed bya committee eomposed of ad- 
herents of the three candidates. The agent says 
that the returns from certain téwns were thrown 
out because of trregularities, but adds that the re- 
sult would not be affected thereby. 


Secretary Frelinghuysen has replied to the 
letter of the Civil Service Commission which asked 


what branches in the several bureaus of the State 
Department would require special examinations 
under clause 5 of rule 7 for admission. He points 
out that the work in his department is largely 
technical. A practical familiarity with many for- 
eign languages is requisite to the daily transaction 
of the buriness of the office, and there are many 
requisites which cannot be determined by any ex- 
amination by a board. He recommends that a 
special examination be given to ajl applicants, 
which shall conform in some measure to the ex- 
amination at one time required in the case of ap- 
plicants for certain grades of Consulate and now 
required inthe case of applicants for consular 
clergships.

THE POPULATION OF PARIS. 

An analysis of the population of Paris just 
published gives very singular statistics as to the 
inhabitants of the gayest city in Europe. It seems 
also, for its size, to be the most industrious. The 
proportion in which the working classes exceed 
those who live on their own incomes is the more 
remarkable as Paris is the recognized centre of ex- 
penditure and extravagance for all France. There 
are no cities that hold to the capital the same 
relative position that Liverpool, Manchester, and 
Birmingham occupy relatively to London. More 
than half a million of Parisians are employed iu 


commerce, trade, and banking operations, while 
of the artizan elass there are considerably more 
than a million and a quarter. The liberal pro- 
fessions seem to occupy but a small proportion 
of the popuiation. All combined do not amount 
to 200,000, and in the subdivisions the promi- 
nence is guity different to what it would be 
with us. Tbe great majority are in the public ser- 
vice, which employs more than medicine, law, and 
divinity combined. But, after the public service, 
it is art which gives employment and livelihood to 
the greatest number of Parisians. Forty-two thon- 
sand get their income from this branch of industry. 
The doctors come after, buta long way after. 
Medicine, in its branches, supports 16,000, the 
branches, of course, ineluding chemists and all 
compounders and vendors of medicine. Then 
comes the law, with its 16,000 votaries, from Judge 
to bailiff. Literature figures very low on the list, 
for, grouped with sclence and journalism, it gives 
employment to only 11,000 people, while all the 
clergy of all the persuasions amount to but half 
that number. On the whole, Paris would seem to 
be more industrious, more artistic, less Eoevary, 
aoe less religious than the ordinary visitor w

THE EPISCOPAL OONVENTION. 


WORK OF THE HOUSE OF DEPUTIES AND OF 
THE HOUSE OF BISHOPS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 19.—The fifteenth day’s 
session of the General Cenvention of the Protest- 
ant Episeoval Chureh in the United States was 
opened with morning prayer by the Rev. T. Gar- 
diner Littell, of Delaware, and the Rev, Cyrus 8. 
Bates, D. D., ot Southern Ohio. A message from 
the House of Bishops, which was concurred in, 
stated that they had adopted a resolution provid- 
ing for the appointment of a Joint Committee on 
Emigration consisting of three Bishops, three 
presbyters, and three laymen. to ascertain 
the faets and to devise means for the 
protection of immigrants in this country. 


The Rev. Dr. Dix, of New-York, presented the 
report of the joint committee on the version in 
Freneh of the Book of Common Prayer. It states 
that it was advisable to proceed at once with the 
preparation of a new transiation. Resolutions in 
the report which provide that the committee 
should be continued and that a new version be 
prepared of the Book of Common Prayer were 
adopted. The Rev. Dr. Hoffman, of New-York, 
from the joint committee on devising means to 
increase the ability and increase the benefits of 
the Trustees’ fund for the relief of the widows 
and orphans of deceased clergymen, reported rec- 
ommending that the house accept the gift of Bish- 
op Whipple, of Minnesota, of a lot of ground 
near the centre of tne city of Faribault, on 
which to erecta home, The report was adopted. 
The venerable Bishop Green, of Mississippi, ad- 
dressed the House of Deputies, all the members 
standing. He wished to bid them farewell, asin 
the providence of God he would never attend an- 
other convention. He stated he was the sole sur- 
vivor of the Convention of 1823, which met in tnis 
city 60 years ago. There were then but nine Bish- 
ops. As he looked around him now he saw seven 
times that number. In conclusion. Bishop Green 
invoked God's blessing on their deliberations. 

The members of the House of Deputies went 
this afternoon on a trip down the bay, having ac- 
cepted the invitation extended by Mr. Thomas 
Clyde. They were in many instanees accompanied 
by their families. 

At to-day'’s session of the House of Bishops the 
venerable Bishop Green, of Mississippi, at his re 
quest, was exeused from further attendance. He 
took farewell of the house in a few words of af- 
fectionate counsel. The Joint Committee on Edu- 
cation recommended that on the second Sunday 
after Epiphany a prayer be offered for schools and 
colleges, The report was adopted. The Bishops 
of Nebraska, Northern Texas, and Northern New- 
Jersey were appointed on the joint committee on 
the spiritual care of immigrants. The House con- 
curred in the message from the House of Deputies 
relative to the French version of the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer of the whole on the Prayer-book. The 
house will not be in session either this afternoon 
or to-morrow, a8 most of ‘hem will participate in 
the consecration of Bishop Potter in New-York to- 
morrow.

LUTHZRAN CHURCH DISCUSSIONS. 

The General Council of the Lutheran Church 
of America, now meeting in 8t. Peter's Church, at 
Lexington-avenue and Forty-sixth-street, yester- 
day discussed the seope of the Ninety-five theses 
which Luther nailed to the door of the castle 


ehurch in Wittenberg on the morning of Oct. 31, 
1517. In the first of the theses Luther interpreted 
Christ’s command, “ Repent ye,’’ to mean that the 
whole life of a believer should be a repentance. 
This meaning was the principal topic in the discus- 
sion, which was opened bya prayer by the Rev. 
Dr. H. E. Jacobs, of the theological seminary in 
Philadelpbia. Among those who took part were 
Dr. Mann, of the seminary; Dr. Moldenke, of this 
City, and Dr. Schmuelker, an eminent antiquarian, 
of Pottstown, Penn.

HE JUMPS OVER A RAILING THIRTY-FIVE 
FEET HIGH. 

Thomas Burke, a young truck driver, was 
arraigned at the Essex Market Police Court on 
Thursday last and charged with having knocked a 
man down and attempting to rob him at East 
Broadway and Catherine-street on Wednesday 
night. The evidence against him was conclusive, 
and Justiee Gardner held him for trial in default 
of $2,500 bail. Burke was lodged temporarily in 
the Essex Market prison i) viaced in the fifth cell 
on the second tier. Upon Being locked up he be- 


came very angry and swore that he would never 
be takon out alive, that he would rather die than 
go to the penitentiary, and that if he could do so 
he would commit suicide. 

At the end of each tier of eells, of which there 
are three. there is an iron gate which is usually 
kept securely locked, but when remanded prison- 
ers are being led out it is left open to allow them 
to pass through. At this gate there is no guard 
stationed. Just outside the gate at the end of the 
second tier is the iron Janding of the stairs leading 
to the next tier above. s#urke was eonfined in his 
cell during the night, and at 8:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning Keeper Daly went to take™him out to 
send him over to the Tombs in the prison van, 
which was at that time waiting for its daily batch 
of passengers. When the keeper reached the cell 
of Burke, who is a man of powerful physique. he 
found bim pacing up and down in the most excited 
manner, talking to himself in a loud tone, and re- 
peating his determination of not allowing himself 
to be taken out alive. Keeper Daly opened the cell 
door, and in doing so placed it between himself and 
the gate at the end of the tier. Burke, with a cry 
that reverberated through the entire prison and 
startled its many inmates, dashed through the cell 
door and made a break for the open gate. Reach- 
ing it he paused fora moment as if uncertain what 
to do next, and then ran rapidly up the steps to 
the tier above, closely pursuea by the alarmed 
keeper, who by this time bad sufficiently re- 
covered his presence of mind to give chase, 
Burke reached the gate opening into the third tier, 
and finding it unlocked, he rushed through slam- 
ming it back in the face of the keeper. Burke 
ran along the tier for about 25 feet, and then 
mounting the high iron railing surrounding it, he 
threw himself fromit. The distance from where 
he jumped to the floor of the prison is about 35 
feet, while the space between the railings of the 
tiers and the prison wali, through which he fell, 
is but three feet. The keepers and other prisoners 
looked on in horror, as Burke fell head first, ex- 
pecting to see his brains dashed out upon the stone 
paving underneath. When he hid fallen about 15 
teet, his body struck an iron bar that runs from the 
wall across tothe railing on the second tier and 
was turned completely over, so that when he 
struck the floor he Janded on his feet. He lay 
stillfora few moments, stunned by the force of 
the fal}, but then he recovered himself and at- 
tempted to rise up. 

By this time a number of keepers had gathered 
about him and he was seoured. He was taken to 
the prison office and examined, but beyond a few 
slight bruises about the body no injuries could be 
discovered. He complained of feeling sore, but 
said he did not think he had been seriously injured. 
He had, however, been made wonderfully traet- 
able by the fall, and begged to be sent to the hos- 
pital. An umbulance was telegraphed for, and he 
was immediately sent to Bellevue Hospital, where, 
upon examination, it was found that he had sus 
tained an injury of the spinal column, probably 
from striking against the iron bar. In all proba- 
bility, the doctors say, he will be well enongh te 
leave the hospital in about two weeks. 


CHICAGO PRODUCE MAREETS. 


Curcaco, Oct. 19.—The leading produce markets 
were more lively to-day witha very heavy feeling in 
breadstuffs, while provisions were steady. The weak- 
ness in grain was due ina general way to the situa- 
tion which has existed for a long time past—an ap- 
parent plethora of supp)ies—but it was more imme- 
diately caused by the reported failure of a large cotton 


firm in New-England, an iron firm nearer home, and 
the fear that these troubles would be followed by 
others. It made holders of breadstuffs “sick” 
and lots of sold under calls 
for more margins which the longs did not 
care to throw. inio the hole that seemed, like the 
chasm in the streets of Rome, to have no bottom. Tne 
afternoon Call was one of the most exciting ever 
known in the history of the Cail board, though prices 
did not go much lower than on 'Change. I'he largest 
sales were 2,000,000 bushels of wheat and 1,000,000 
bushels of oats. Corn saies on the cail aggregated 
only 730,000 bushels, provisions were quiet and 
steady—wondertfully steady considering the weakness 
in grain—Liverpool quotations showed no particular 
change, but the local hog market was less largely sup- 
plied. This tended to firmness in products, which pre- 
vailed up to about 11:30 A, M., and then the market 
gave way slightly, but recovered. There wasa fair 
speculative demand for pork, based on the {dea that 
the buying for next year’s deilvery has been free 
enough to warrant confidence in the article. The 
shipping demand was fair for both pork avd meats, 
and October lard was again stronger under a mod- 
erate demand by local refiners. It was ofiered early 
at $7 50, but improved to $7 6244 at the close, being an 
advance of 5 cents over the latest price of ‘I bureday. 

January lard closed 24% cents lower at 87 2244: 
October ribs closed 5 cents higher at $6 30, while 
January closed easier at $5 4734, the futures being 
dulled by the report of a 6d. decline in meats in Liver- 
pool. On the afternoon call the market was quiet and 
# shade easier. Later January pork sold at $10 65, 
and lard sold at 87 20 to $7 224% on the split for both 
November and January. Flour was dull and un- 
changed. There was a moderate local demand, while 
shippers did very little. The coarse mill stuits were 
firm. Wheat was active and weak. It declined 154 
cents and closed that much below the latest prices of 
Thursday at 90% cents for November and 92% cents bid 
tor becember, 

The British markets were called dull and heavy, 
and New-York was fully 1 cent lower, while our re- 
ceipts were larger, with small shipments, and the 
fiber weaiher was emphasized by the report of a more 
liberal loading in the country. The business troubles 
outside set the scalping element to selling out, and this 
was followed by a large iot of wheat for November 
and some for December, both of whick had been held 
on account of parties in New-York who had bought 
some time ago as a hedge against liberal short saies 
of stocks. As they reversed the operation on both at 
the same time, they were among the very few.who 
have made money recently by being on the long side 
of wheat. Outside of this there was general trading 
in a small way. a good many letting go of minor hold- 
ings which they bad carried from a much higher point.

Curcaaco, Iil., Oct. 19.—For the first time in many 
days there was a dull and heavy cattle market for 
good to choice shipping beeves, There wasscarcely 
a perceptible increase in the receipts, but buyers, as 
if by common consent, appeared to have reacned 
the conclusion that present prices are too 
high, and there was, accordingly, a general 


holding off. The limited number of good lots 
made holders slow to respond to demands 
tor concessions, but after holding out till near mid- 
day they were obliged to give way at a reduction of 
5tol0cents. Mostof the desirable shipping changed 
hands, but there were many common and medium 
eattle for which an outlet could not be found at 
that reduction. Excepting three head of fancy 
1,713-pound steers, which were taken at 8755, 
no sales were made at better than $600. 
There were several transfers at#6 and $6 56, 
but most of the trading was at prices bwiow 85 25, 
The market closed weak. Native butchers’ stuff av- 
eraged cheaper. Fat cows continued to sell at 
good figures, but in all poor to fair quali- 
ties there was plainly visible a decline of 
10 to lScents. Trade was dull and dragging ail day, 
and not a few droves went over uusoid. Cows soid 
from $2 25 to $2 75 for inferior to good ones, while 
from $3 76 to $4 60 was paid for common to good 
fat little steers. Bulis sold at $2 50 to $3 5v. 
There was a further shrinkage to-day in values of 
range cattle; the fresh receipts were heavy,in addl- 
tion to which there were many stale lots, and as buy 


| ers generaliy had their orders well filled, sellers had 


hard work to effect sales at lO cents off from Tues- 
day’s prices, or at a decline from last week of 
25 to 35 cents. Thin lots were especially hard to 
move, and a large number remained in the pens 
at the close. Sales ranged from 8+ 20 to 83 50 for 
cows to 84 to $4 10 for good steers. Stockers and 
feeders were weak in sympathy with other grades, 
though there was a fairly active inquiry and not a 
very large supply; sales were on a basis of $3 to $3 65 
tor stockers and at $3 5U to 84 Y5 for feeders.

The scale on which the Government of 
the United States has disbursed the public 
funds in payment of pensions since the 
civil war is scarcely less impressive than 
that on which it has reduced the public 
debt. According to the report of the Com- 
missioner for the last fiscal year more than 
$620,000,000 has been disbursed for this 
purpose, the recipients numbering over 
half a million persons. The amount paid 
last year was over $60,000,000, much of 
which was in satisfaction of claims for ar- 
rears, but the present annual value of pen- 
sions paid is more than $22,000,000, Although 
it is nearly twenty years since the cruel war 
was over, the number of pensioners is still 
increasing. 


The official report of Lieut. GanLinGToN 
not only shows that Capt. Pixe accurately 
described the crew of the Proteus when he 
said they were ‘‘ the worst scoundrels he 
had ever seen,’ but also indicates that the 
Captain himself was an ignorant and care- 
less navigator. As to his instructions, Lieut. 
GARLINGTON declares that he received none 
except those originally given to him, and 
Gen. Hazen says that the Lieutenant does 
not deserve censure for any alleged diso- 
bedience of orders. But what became of 
the ‘‘ supplementary instructions?” Were 
they ever forwarded to GARLINGTON ? 


The Rochester Union should not hastily as- 
sume what position was held by any one of its 
contemporaries in a time past without taking 
the trouble to inform itself. Tae Trwks was 
not ‘‘an advocate of the civil rights act 
when it passed,”’ but distinctly opposed it on 
the very ground on which it now approves 
of the decision of the Supreme Court de- 
claring it unconstitutional. In this respect 
Tse Times “‘have’’ certainly not changed. 


The: engineers of the War Department 
have made their customary generous est1- 
mate of the amount of money that can be 
advantageously expended in the improve- 
ment of rivers and harbors. They think 
that the snug sum of upward of $35,000,000 
can be profitably disposed in this way if 
appropriated at the next session of Congress. 
No doubt it could be disposed of with profit 
and advantage to somebody, but if expendi- 
tures are confined to the actual and pressing 
needs of improved navigation, it is probable 
that the country coulé get along with a 
much smaller outlay. The important part 
in preparing these estimates consists in the 
revision and condensation which they re- 
quire. 





REPUBLivanNsS Aw PROHIBITION. 


The results of the elections in Ohio and 
Iowa are setting the Republican managers 
in other States to pondering the obvious 
problem—the solution of wkich, from their 
point of view, is not at all obvions—what 
are they going to do about it? To those 
who regard the principles of a party as 
a device to catch votes, and to be 
changed as often as may be neces- 
sary for that purpose, the question is 
certainly puzzling, not to say bewildering. 
They perceive that in Ohio, where the party 
adopted a moderate course, the Prohibition- 
ists threw the election into the hands of the 
,Democrats. In Iowa, where the party took 
extreme ground, the election was in its fa- 
vor. They ask themselves anxiously wheth- 
er the time is not approaching when the Re- 
publican Party, in many States at least, 
must become an avowed prohibitionist 
party, but they recognize the danger in such 
case of losing as much in one direction as 
they may gain in another. 

It is plain that the problem will continue 
to receive different treatment in the several 
States, as the preponderance of opinion may 
incline, but if the Prohibitionists shall un- 
dertake to make it a national question, it is 
very clear that the Republican Party cannot 
take sides with them without practically 
disbanding. Whether those who from con- 
viction, or because prohibition seemed the 
winning cause, would sustain it, form a 
majority of the party or not it is impossible 
to say. But it is certain that there is a very 
large minority who would neither hid in 
bringing the party to the support of prohi- 
bition nor would vote with the party if that 
principle should be adopted. If the party 
were divided, the first ‘and most regrettable 
consequence would be that the lessresponsible 
sober and respectable element of the Demo- 
cratic Party would be largely reinforced, 
either directly or indirectly. It would be 
rash to say that no national election could 
be carried by a Prohibition Party, though 
that even now seems wildly improbable. 
But it is quite certain that no such party 
could long retain power, if f# should by 
chance obtain it, and that in all con- 
tests with such a party the worst 
tendencies of the Democracy would 
be intensified and strengthened. We 
can imagine nothing in American politics 
likely to be more demoralizing than a se- 
rious general contest over the issue of pro- 
hibition. Not only would such a contest 

force large numbers of intelligent men to 
side with those with whom on most other 
issues they could have nothing in common, 
but it would open up a field for hypocrites 
and demagogues among the Prohibitionists 
themselves that would be worked to ‘the 
permanent injury of the State. 

The policy which would be the most log- 
| ical, the safest, and the most prudent for the 
Republican Party is precisely that which 
was pursued in Ohio, and this is not the less 
| true because that policy led to defeat there, 
and its opposite brought success in lowa. 
In Ohio the Republicans committed them- 
selves fairly and firmly to a law taxing the 
| liquor trade and providing against its serious 

abuse. The meril of such a course is that it 


is practical and sane and can be consistently 


adhered to. It fully representa the un- 


a uakins ear rt 
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ment of the great body of the 
party, while it does not commit 
the party to any impracticable and revolu- 
tionary measures. It pledges the party to 
work that can fairly be accomplished by 
political agencies, and does not pledge it to 
an object which is, i practice, unattain- 
able. It will stand the test of experience 
and of time, and invites no disastrous reac- 
tion. If it be said that such a policy will 
not satisfy a body of sincere Republi- 
cans who will leave the party if prohi- 
bition be not made a cardinal object, 
the. answer is that that is a diffi- 
culty which can only be met in one 
way, by working it out in the arena of 
political discussion and action. If the 
Prohibitionists offer the Republican Party 
the alternatives of adopting their ideas or 
submitting to defeat, they must at the same 
time decide for themselves what. would be 
the consequences of a possible accession of 
the Democracy to power. The Republicans 
can honorably and wisely go as far as the 
stringent regulation of the Jiquor trade; 
they cannot go further, and those who 
wish to do so will have to take the responsi- 
bility of their action. 


OHARTER REFORM. 


Ex-Mayor Grace is reported to have said 
of the collapse of the Citizens’ movement in 
municipal politics: 

“I do not think the failure of the Citizens’ Com- 
mitee shows that independence is dead, it is only 
slumbering. Weare a busy, money-making peo- 
ple, and cannot afford the time to attend to these 
matters. There were no questions of importance 
to be decided in this election, and for that reason 
probably few independents came to the aid of the 
Citizens’ movement.” 

This does not take us very far. The elec- 
tion of Judges, of City officers, and even of 
Aldermen, so long as the Aldermen retain 
their present power of obstruction, is always 
a question of importance. We are always a 
busy, money-making people—in fact, we 
are less busy and making less money just 
now than usual—and we can afiord the 
time to attend to these matters now 
as well-as we ever can. Meanwhile the 
enemy, that is to say the. men whose busi- 
ness and money-making are exclusively con- 
nected with politics, can afford time to at- 
tend to these matters, having, indeed, no 
other, matters to attend to, and give us no 
wider choice than between a ticket headed 
by Mr. Jonn Reruty and a ticket headed 
by Mr. Jax Hass. 


What Mayor Grace says amounts to a 
confession that municipal reform can be se- 
cured only by a series of revolutions in 
which the people who are in favor of reform 
shall abandon their usual avocations in order 
to be on an equality with the unreformed 
people whose usual avocation is to secure 
the election of themselves to office. There 
is no denying that this is the belief 
of a considerable number of discouraged 
people. But people cannot be relied upon 
to carry on the ordinary business of 
Government by revolutions. It is only in 
extreme cases, such as the explosion that 
followed the publication in detail of the of- 
fenses of the Tweed Ring, that the busy citi- 
zen can be wrought up to do more than to 
vote, or to abstain from voting, for such 
candidates as are offered tohim. And we 
cannot have a revolution every year any 
more than we ean have a Tweed Ring every 
year. 

The truth is, and every new revolt against 
ypolitical machines enforces it anew, that 
municipal reform must begin with charter 
reform. Anextreme simplification of the 
whole business of municipal elections is 
sorely needed. That sucha simplification 
of the municipal government of Brooklyn 
has worked, if not ideally well, at least very 
much better than the old system, will not 
be denied by anybody but a political machin- 
ist. There is no reason whatever to suppose 
that it would not work equally well in the 
municipal government of New-York. The 
ordinary voter, whose time is taken up 
with earning an honest living, cannot be ex- 
pected to investigate the characters of the 
rival candidates for minor municipal office, 
especially when he is pretty well assured be- 
forehand that there is not much to choose 
between them. But he would take the 
trouble to find out about a,man for whom 
he was asked to vote for Mayor if the 
Mayor were responsible for the gov- 
ernment of the City, and if by helping 
to choose: a good Mayor he had some as- 
surance that he was helping to secure 
good local Government. Or rather the 
mere fact that the Mayor was a functionary 
and not a figure-head, an officer to whom 
all other municipal officers were responsible, 
and who was himself responsible to the peo- 
ple, would compel the nomination cf a man 
whose reputation was such a guarantee of 
competency and of faithfulness that it would 
not be necessary for the voter to investigate 
the candidate. 

Instead of picking and choosing between 
Jakes and Johns, or of presenting the voters 
with an additional list of candidates to be 
investigated, and supporting these candidates 
with an organization necessarily very in- 
ferior to the powerful and compact organ- 
izations of the professional politicians, it 
seems to us that the municipal reformers 
might better devote themselves to incessant 
agitation for a charter under which the voter 
might have some assurance that the success 
of his candidate would mean something. 


EXAMINATIONS IN THE STATE 
DEPARTMENT. 

The facts and suggestions in the letter of 
Secretary FRELINGHUYSEN with reference 
to examinations in the State Department 
are extremely interesting, because the 
facts will be novel to most people and 
the suggestions are sound. ‘The State 
Department is and has long been 
quite unique in its organization and 
arrangements. Whatever may be 
of the duties performed by its agents abroad, 
its subordinates in Washington have been 
usually chosen in good faith and with very 
little interference from politics. The cler- 
ical force is small; the pay is not excessive; 
the tenure of office, in practice, is secure, 
and the exigencies of the service have re- 
quired fair business management. If there 
were as little of the nuisance and plague of 
patronage in other departments at Washing- 
ton as there in the State Department, 
there would have been much less need for 

| the Civil Service Reform act.

He suggests that ques- 
tions not too technical, such as persons 
of fair education should be able to 
answer, should be put with reference to 
the general provisions of the Constitution;

foreign language; the writing of dispatches 
or letters, and arititmetic, and the Secretary 
lays particular stress upon the ability of the 
candidates to write letters. Now, the ex- 
aminations here suggested are precisely such 
as are required by the spirit of the civil ser- 
vice law, and such as the commission would 
undoubtedly provide. They are practical, 
and calculated to test the general intelligence 
of the applicant, and, as far as possible, his 
special aptness. The duties of the subordi- 
nates of the department are peculiar, and 
fitness for them can only be tested by actual 
experiment. But experiment is‘also pro- 
vided for under the law during the proba- 
tionary term which is required. It is no 
slight evidence of the excellenco of the new 
system that it is so clearly adapted to the 
needs of a department which to a much 
greater degree than most others is con- 


The Government has been singularly un- 
successful in its proceedings against star 
route thieves in Washington, but in Phila- 
delphia several of the swindlers were con- 
victed. Among these' was Tuomas A. Mc- 
Devitt, who was sent to the penitentiary, 
having been found guilty of conspiracy to 
defraud the United States by means of 
worthless bonds. McDervrrrt has served his 
time and is now free. Although the prose- 
cution of these Philadelphia ‘‘ dummies,”’ as 
they were called, attracted but little atten- 
tion, a complete history of the Philadelphia 
cases, and especially of the Government’s 
dealings with McDevitt, would, throw a 
great deal'of light upon other star route 
cases, and perhaps explain why severai of 
the most noted and wealthy members of the 
ring have thus far escaped proceedings under 
the law. 


McDevitr was both a tool and a princi- 
pal. As a principal in the comparatively 
pétty frauds of the Philadelphia party he. 
was prosecuted, while the Government’s 
agents undertook to procure from him valu- 
able information concerning the frauds of: 
very prominent members of the ring whose 
tool he had been. He was the success- 
ful bidder and the contractor of rec- 
ord on routes the annual pay for which 
“expedited” from $44,871 
to $121,312, but all of these routes 
had been taken by the SaLispurys 
as sub-contractors, and they formed a small 
part of their mail service, which yielded to 
them about $1,250,000 a year. It was not for 
his connection with these routes that he was 
prosecuted, however, and convicted. He 
gave information to the Government, and in 
return was assured that he should not suffer 
for what he had done. Nevertheless, he has 
served for thirteen months in the peniten- 
tiary. 

The Post Office Inspector who gave these 
assurances protested against the prosecution 
of McDevitt and has labored since the 
trial to secure his release. But for some 
reason the authority under which he had 
given» those assurances did not survive the 
change of Administration which occurred 
after the death of the late President GArR- 
FIELD, for it was decided that without re- 
gard for the Inspector’s prontises McDevitt 
must be prosecuted and punished. It is no 
secret that the Inspector regards the treat- 
ment of this man as a breach of faith. 


had been 


When the Government canceled the agree- 
ment made by its agent, under authority 
given him by his superiors, McDevitt 
ceased to be of any value as a Government 
witness. If he hadin his possession, as has 
been asserted by persons engaged in the 
prosecution, information that could have 
been used with great force in the prosecu- 
tion.of members of the ring who had em- 
ployed him, and against whom the Govern- 
ment has not proceeded, he very naturally 
retained all that he had not already dis- 
closed, after the promises had been broken. 

Whether he was or was not deceived and 
unfairly treated is a question the answer of 
which depends upon the statements of sev- 
eral persons, who do not agree in their views 
of the matter, but, if by his prosecution 
and punishment the Government knowingly 
lost its best evidence against the most suc- 
cessful members of the ring, there seems to 
have been poor management, to say the 
least, in the treatment of that part of the 
people’s case against this gang of robbers. 


A CAMPAIGN OPENING. 

It will surprise most of our readers, at 
least those outside the State of New-York, to 
learn that the Presidential campaign opened 
in Brooklyn at sunrise, Friday morning, Oct. 
19, 1883. It was already well known that 
the nominating campaign had been opened 
by a popular canvass of candidates proposed 
and carried out by THe Tres, to the in- 
tense anger and indignation of those of its 
contemporaries to whom the idea was an 
innovation. But to say that the actual 
work of the canvass should begin in 
municipal canvass, and (particularly) 
in a city in which partisan  poli- 
tics have been steadily and successfully 
left in the background, seems to be uncom- 
monly audacious. When Gen. E. B. Bar- 
num placed before the Democratic City Con- 
vention, in Brooklyn, the name of Mr. 
HENDRIX, as candidate for Mayor, he said, 
with much effusion, ‘‘the Democratic Party 
hopes to get possession of the national 
(rovernment next year, which they had 
sought so long and needed so much,”’ and to 
that end it was necessary that Brooklyn 
should elect a Democratic Mayor. If we 
accept this dictum, it must be concluded 
that the Democrats will not get possession 
of the national Government if they do not 
elect the next Mayor of Brooklyn.

In Brooklyn there has been fully and 
fairly tried the experiment of a non-partisan 
local government. Appointments, promo- 
tions, and removals in office have been made 
solely in the interest of the public service. 
Political and party considerations have had 
no weight in the adjustment of questions re- 
lating to official patronage. The platform 
of the Brooklyn Democracy even declared 
for undivided responsibility in the Mayor’s 
office, civil service reform, and home rule. 
Yet Mr. Henprix is nominated as “‘ above 
everything, a good Democrat,’ and his 
possible election is to be the open- 
ing gun in the Democratic Presidential 
campaign, when swords are not to be 
sheathed and music is not to cease until 
“the old ticket,’’ or some other Democratic 
nomination, is carried victoriously through. 
This is arrart nonsense. What the peo- 
ple of Brooklyn require, and what they 
mean to keep, is a Mayor who is honest, 
faithful, and capable, and who will admin- 
ister the duties of his office with the single 
purpose of promoting the best interests of 
the city. This is what Mayor Low has 
done in @ manner that extort$ even the 
praise of disgruntled politicians. The peo- 
ple of Brooklyn, if they are wise, will vote 
to continue this honest and able administra- 
tion, unmoved by appeals to convert the city 
Government into a President-making ma- 
chine. 

City Librarian Dorszy was removed from 
office, yesterday, being charged with com- 
plicity in a petty but remarkable variety of 
swindle. A fireman, while examining cer- 
tain documents in tHe library, was ap- 
proached by one of ‘‘ the City Hall gang,” 
who officiously ‘tendered his assistance. 
This being accepted, the visitor was subse- 
quently sued anda judgment obtained for 
$25 for services rendered by the volunteer 
“‘searcher.”” This scandal only attract- 
ed attention when the persecuted fire- 
man’s household effects were levied 
upon to satisfy the jadgment. Precisely how 
far the City Librarian was concerned in the 
attempt to levy tribute upon a visitor to the 
library does not appear.

These 
creatures prey upon citizens having business 
in departments with which they are unfa- 
miliar. Having put out the City Librarian, 
will those in authority try their hand at put- 
ting out ‘‘the City Hall gang?” 


What can the £vening Post mean by saying 
that ‘the whole City Government is literally an 
Augean stable’? An Augean stable, speaking lit- 
erally, is en edifice in which large ‘herds of cows, 
together with 12 white bulls, have been housed for 
many years until the place nas become physically 
intolerable. Nobody would recognize this asa 
literal description of the City Government. The 
nearest thing to it would be a swill-milk distillery, 
anditis to be apprehended that somebody has 
been hoaxing the editors of the Evening Fost by 
showing them through an establishment of that 
kind and pretending it was the City Government.* 
In that case the attention of the Board of Health 
ought to becalled to the matter. If the Bvening* 
Fost meant that the City Government was an’ 
Augean stable, speaking figuratively, we could’un- 
derstand it, and even-agree with it, but that is

Of 
all foreigners it is found that Italians and Belgians 
are the most numerous, the former amounting to 
nearly 250,000 and the iatter to ever 432,000. Next 
in order come the Germans, and then the 8pan- 
jards, Swiss, and English, the last numbering 
87,000. During the past five years the Italians 
alone have increased 75,000. 


Since the year 1880 the population of Ger- 
many bas fallen off considerably ir many sections, 
though ina few others it nas more-than held its 
own. Thisisa-curious report, inasmuch as an in- 
crease of about half a million was reeorded for 
every year in tlie depressed period of 1876-80. 
Prussia, since 1880, has maintained a slight ad- 
vauce. which has amounted to between 8,000 and 
9,000 in the Rhenish Provinces of Westphalia,- 
Saxony, and Brandenburg; but the Province of 
Posen has lost 87,780, Eastern Prussia has lost 31,-~ 
614! and Pomerania has lost 22,322. Bavaria counts 
an even greater falling off—23,186 out of a popula- 
tiow in 1880 of 5,284,000, while Wurtemburg has lost 


14,000 out of the 1,911,000 that she then had.

VAENISHING BAY OF THE AUTUMN EXHIBI- 


TION. 


Thrift is the watch-word of the National 
Academy of Design. Other organizations. which 
exist in order to tempt the coy dollar from our 
pockets for semething more lastingly enjoyable 
than food and drink, and the theatre and the op- 
era, shall not catch the venerable academy nap- 
ping. The autumn is a poor season in point of 
pictures, but a good season in point of pockets, 
for it is shrewdly conjectured that the surplus 
in one’s bank is apt to look larger before the gay- 
eties of the Christmas holidays begin than toward 
the close of the Winter. So the Acedemy renews 
its Autumnal exhibit without much care whether 
good pictures are forthcoming or not. By closing 
the Northand North-west Rooms and the Library, a 
small collection, ig hung with reasonable fairness 
to all the artists who contribute,‘ If the excellence 
of the contributions does not increase in inverse 
ratio to the shrinkage of numbers, that 
is a matter for which the public as well as the 
artists are to blame. Plenty of painters who 
make a good living from the publie offer wares 
that are up to their ordinary standards. They 
have been encouraged to goon in their several 
peculiar paths,and would not be human if they did 
not continue tosupply their patrons with the article 
that has passed the testot asale. Some 400 frames 
are here, the most of them informed by canvases 
whose genesis and destination tax the 
most powerful imagination. Where do they 
all go to—these swarms of badly drawn, 
awkwardly conceived, wretohedly painted bits 
of hemp? Are they often scraped down and 
used again, to save the cost of a new 
stretcher? Ordo other artists inherit them and 
paint boldly on top of the unfortunate firstlings, 
because time and the pigments have turned these 
into solid and well-toned grounds’ Or are there 
antiquarian cranks who buy old canvases from 
their disheartened owners on _ speculation 
hoping that some day some one of them 
will turn out a ‘“*‘modern master?” Not so 
many years ago it was unusualto meet an artist, 
and when met he had a fine flavor of Bohemianism 
about him, absorbed, be it said,.frem apocryphal 
Paris novels, which gave him character in any but 
the narroweet eyes. What became of his, old 
canvases was 010 mystery. If the public 
was cold, he had his band of enthusiastic ad- 
mirers, and if these were in default, then always 
there was a family to receive his pictures 
with open arms and without cash payments, But 

;now! It is dangerous to speak ont loud one’s 
real opinion of an artist’s work anywhere on Man- 
hattan between Central Park and Washington- 
square and between Seventh-avenue and Fourth- 
avenue. For if you casually remark on the street 
that he is a daubster, ten to one he or his chum 
is at yeur elbow; while if you extol his immortal 
work, you are marked for a lifelong enemy by 
‘three jealous rivals. New all these painters are 
working merrily away, confecting five pictures 


against one the publio sees. What heeomes of 
them? Some use ought to be made of them. Here 
is a chance for an economical and wholesale filliag 
of the walis of various Art Museums, Art Galleries, 
Athbenzeums, and Lyceums, built and being ruflt, 
in a thousand cities of the Union. 

New-comers ask a welcome by prescriptive right, 
,more especially if they have been exiles for the 
‘sacred cause of art. Mr. Walter Sanford has 

learned at * Anvers,” by which he means Ant- 
werp, to paint still-life in a very solid and worthy 
manner. Antwerp is a worthy town and the Ant- 
werp Academy is most worthy, and so are the ex- 
cessively eminent Professors thereof whose names 
generally begin with Vander. Mr. Sanford’s brass- 
jag is one te ravish the soul of an artist who 
has a studio big. enough to live up to it.

Prof. Carpmael says the nucleus was 
not well defined, but a tail was perceptible ap- 
parently a few minutes in length. This comet, 
which was discovered Sept. 5 Prof. Brooks in 
the constellation Draco, is still in the same con- 
stellation, but is brighter for its distance from the 
earth than it was at the same distauce during its 
last appearance in 1812. It is still in the constel- 
— in which it was first noticed, and is making 
but slow progress across the heavens, and but 
slowly increasing in brightness. Its further path 
from its present position in the north-west 
heavens will be across Lyra and Cygnus and 
Pegasus, till, about the end of January, it — 
pears below the horizon in the south. It 
reach perihelion, the point in its orbit nearest the 
sun, on Jan. 25, when it will be about 60,000,000 
miles from the earth. It will be visible to the 
naked eye about the middie of December, and will 
rapidly increase in brightness after the end of Ne- 
vember. Although it will be brighter than at its 
last appearanee it will not be nearly as prominent 
an objéct in the heavens as tne great comets of 
last year and 1881. The comet reached 

Sept. 15, 1812, and the interval between and 
Jan. 25, its nex helion, will be 71.5 years. Cal 
culations made in 1812 predicted its return in 70.4 
years, so that our present celestial visitor is over 
due nearly nine-tenths of a year—certainly nots 
- surprising lateness in a visitor who calls se 
seldom.

THE STORY TOLD BY LONG ISLANDERS OF A 
“Ya DUEL POSTPONED. 

A story was printed yesterday that two 
close carriages crossed the East River from New- 
York to Greenpoint early in the morning and 
awed the beholders by their elegance. The equi- 
pages were evidently private establishments, They 
shone with varnish and plate. There was a foot- 
man as well as a driver, both colored, on 
the box of each, and they were arrayed 
in livery that looked as if they had 


been poured into it in molten state and had hbard- 
ened in their clotbes. The harness was gold 
mounted, and the steeds, with flowing manes and 
tails erect, were of the breed that prance. The 
occupants of the carriages were not visiple to the 
naked eye. The carriages rolled away to Hunter's 
Point, thence through Blissville, on to Laurel Hill, 
and away toa seciuded two-acre lot on the oeut- 
skirts of Maspetb.

request of William H, Patterson, an attorney of 
Philadeiphia.

ABSURD REPORTS OF WAR.

The facts 
in the case are that the Delaware, Laoka- 
wanna and Western Road’s —~ are selling 
tickets by their route from this City to St. Louis at 
their regular agencies in this City, according to re- 
perts made to Commissioner Fink, at $1 less than 
the lowest differential fare made by the Joint Ex- 
ecutive Committee. This is being done to meet 
the rate made by the brokers who sel! tickets to St. 
Louis at $1 less than the schedule rates over all the 
roads expect the Pennsylvania. The cut is not 
one that at all alarms the rival lines, but they will 
probably take steps to punish the Western roads 
which accept the tickets soid at this cut, unless 
they refuse all tickets issued by the Lackawanna 
Road. The Pennsylyania Road has made no cut 
in its rates.

QUEERLY MARKED STONES. 
WHAT MAY BE INDIAN” HIEROGLYPHIOS 
FOUND ON ROCKS IN MUSKOKA. 

From the Toronto (Canada) Globe, Oct. 13.. 

About two months ago Mr. Arens, an intil- 
Ngent farmer who lives in the Muskoka District, 
about four miles back of Lethbridge, discovered 
on his farm some stones with extraordinary char 
acters engraved orcutonthem. ‘The stones had 
been displaced from an eminence where they had 
been piled, evidently with some care, by the up- 
rooting and falling of a tree nearthem. Mr. Arens 
perceiving that the stones were of some archzo- 
logical value, communicated with Mr. Hirschfelder, 
of this city, asking bim to examine them. Mr. 


Hirschfelder visited the place last week, and re- 
turning on Monday evening brought with him 
several specimens of the rock beafing the char- 
acters. Ashe has made a study of reading hiero- 
aypbies and has spent many years collecting 
rehzological specimens these recent discoveries 
ave much interest for him, and indeed for all 
who are aware of the probable importance of them. 

The rocks are of hard sandstone, and evidently 
contain some jron ore. The characters or hiero- 
glyphies on them are to all appearances artificial. 
They are on the flat surface of the rock, which has 
evidently been prepared pag te to their being 
cut there. The stone is of a dark color, and as the 
characters are white, they appear very distinctly, 
every line being quite visible. The filling in the 
characters appears to be of limestone, and is some- 
what softer than the rock itself. It does not pene- 
trate into the stone further than the cutting of 
the characters. The characters, if natural, cer- 
tainly are not similar to veins found in such rocks. 
The principal characters are about 2 inches in 
diameter. They represent stars and scars in the 
rock. One fact which argues strongly in favor of 
their being artificial is that there ise large quantity 
of similar rock in the district entirely free from 
such characters. 

Mr. Hirschfelder said last night: “ I am not cer- 
tain yet whether the characters are natural or arti- 
ficial, not having examivea them sufficiently to 
arrive at a conclusion, but if I can prove that they 
are hieroglyphics the discovery is the most impor- 
tant of its kind ever mude in America. My opinion 
is that these five figures are to represent the Five 
Nation Iroquois Indians, but I will not be certain 
of thisuntil I can prove that their geographical 
position is correct. On the next piece of stone 
you see there are seven characters which, I think, 
indicate seven otker tribes. Then on this other 
piece all the tribes on the two Srst pieces 
appear to be confused and mixed up, 
which probably represents a general mélée 
between the two groups on the two stones, I can 
plainly see what I take to be tomahawks flying 
about among the figures. The stones indicate great 
age, and. if the hieroglyphics are artificial, they 
must have been made a great many years ago. If 
I can prove that the geographical position of the 
Five Nation Iroquois agrees with the positions of 
the characters on one of these stonas I shall believe 
that the hieroglyphics were placed there to repre- 
sent these Indians, and that the other characters 
are to represent a battle, which took place some- 
where in the vicinity where the rocks were found, 
between them and some other tribes.” Mr. Hirsch- 
felder stated that he would not venture to give any 
definite opinien about the rooks until ne had time 
to make a thorough examination of them and refer 
to works on hieroglyphics.

THREE MILLIONAIRES IN COURT. 

GEN. BARLOW BEGINS THE ARGUMENT AS 
TO THE METROPOLITAN LEASE. 


Jay Gould, Russell Sage, and Cyrus W. 
Field found their way yesterday morning to a 
room on the top floor of the County Court-bouse, 
where Judge Van Bruut sat to held the equity 
branch of the Court of Common Pieas. Mr. Fiela 
Jald his umbrella on the table, put bis overcoat on 
that, crowned the pile with his silk hat, and sat 
down so that bis arm wonld rest on the table. Mr. 
Gould pulled a chair up alongside of Mr. Field, 
crossed his legs, stuck his umbrella between them 


and hung his round-top derby on the handle. Mr. 
Sage drew a chair up behind the two. within 
range of Mr. Field's Jeft ear and Mr. Gould’s right, 
resied his right foot on a rung of Mr. Field's chair. 
put the ends of his fingers together and began 
twirling his thumbs. The three miilionaires had 
been paid 50 cents each to appear as witnesses for 
plaintiff in a suit against themselves. They 
‘Were summoned in the action once before, but did 
mot answer the subpoenas, use, as they al- 
leged, they did not tmnk the case would be 
reacved that day. If they had not presented 
themselves yesterday attachments against them 
‘would probably have been asked for. 
The suit was one of the Metropolitan Elevated 
Company against the Manhattan Ele- 
vated Railway Company, the New-York Elevated 
Railway Company, and others. It was to set aside 
the agreement of Oct. 22, 1881, whereby the rental 
of the Metrovolitan Road was reduced from 10 to 
6 per cent. and the interest was made non-cumula- 
Gen. Francis C. Barlow, Robert Sewell, «nd 
James C. Carter appeared for the plaintiff. and 
David Dudley Field, William M. Evarts, A. J. Van- 
1, and William C. Duer for the defense. 
onthe calendar was a case for damages to 
Droperty against the Manhattan Company. Judge 
Van Brunt thought that case ought to go on, but 
David Dudley Field, who spoke for the defense, 
he was not ready. The argument occnpied 
some time, during whieh the millionaires, who sat 
like a three-leafed ciover, talked with each other. 
The case for damages was finally put over. Two 
other cases were similarly disposed of, and then 
the cause which brougbt Mr. Gou'd. Mr. Sage, and 
Wr. Field to court was called. By this time it was 
-BRo'’cloek. Gen. Barlow opened the case for the 
plaintiff and continued talking until 2 o’elock, 
when a recess of 35 minutes was taken. 

Mr. Field did not appear in the afternoon, but 
Mr. Gould and Mr. Sage were present. Gen. Bar- 
low continued his argument, taking up the after- 
moon. He argued that the agreement was void 
because the assent of the stockholders was not 
Obtained, and illegal because of the personal in- 
terests of the consenting Directors of the 
Metropolitan in the Manhattan and on ac- 
count of their official relations. While Dit- 
rector in the Manhattan Company, Mr. Gould 
bad a large interest in Metropolitan, Washington 
E. Connor was his partner in business, and José F. 
De Navarro and Horaee Porter were Directors in 
the Manbattan. The argument for the defense was 
not made, but the printed answer denied a!! allega- 
tions of frand, urged that the agreement was for 
the best interests of the eompanies, and claimed 
that they were confirmed by judgments of the 
courts. It was Mr. Evarts’s first appearance in 
the elevated railway cases. He yawned as the 
hours crept on and finally fell asleep. When Gen. 
Bariow concluded, Mr. Evarts wanted to call Mr. 
Gould or Mr. Fieid, but Judge Van Brunt adjourned 
the case to Monday merning at 11 o'clock. 
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THE CITY LIBRARIAN REMOVED. 
City Librarian Thomas Dorsey was removed 
from office yesterday by Clerk Twomey, of the 
Common Council, and Michael Goodwin, of the 
Third Assembly District, was appointed in Dor- 
pey’s place. Some time ago John Boardman, an old 


firewan,went to the City Library to examine the rec- 
ords of the old Volunteer Fire Department in search 
of certain information. He wasapproached by one 
of the City Hall gang of loungers named Smith, 
who offered to look over the records for sr. bourd- 
moan, and didso. A few days iater Smith pre- 
sented Mr. Boardman witha bill for $25 for the 
examination. Mr. Boardman naturally declined to 
pay the bill. Smith then obtained a judgement 
against him for $25in one of the District Courts, 
and a City Marshal was calied upon to levy on Mr. 
Boardman’s furniture. By accident Clerk Twomey 
beard of what was going on, and at his request the 
Mayor ordered the City Marshal to postpone 
action. The inquiry set on foot by Capt. Twomey 
convinced him that Librarian Dorsey was con- 
cerned in the affair,.and he therefore dismissed 
bim, Capt. Twomey said he baa never heard of 
other similar swindles, but he has placed the old 
Fire Department records in his own office.

sx-Judge A. J. Dittenyoefer appeared for David A. 
Peul, who was committed by Police Justice Pat- 
terson for a violation of the law, and has carricd 
tis case up on writs of habeas corpus and 
certiorari. Mr. Evarts informed the Judges 
of the General Term that Judge Barrett, 
for the purpose of expediting the final determina- 
tion of the case, had rendered a mere forma! de- 
cision, maintaining the constitutionality of the act, 
aud he asked that a similar course should be taken 
by the appellate court. Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer 
said that 6,000 working men were awaiting the de- 


termination by the Court of Appeals of the ques- | 


tion raised, and that it would be kind and just to 
them to let the care vo quickly to the court of last 
resort. Assistant District Attorney Brady agreed 
that the papers in the case should be submitted 
without argument, to the end that a decision 
might be speedily obtained. This course was 
taken, and the court reserved its decision.

DEL PUENTE IN COURT. 

COL, MAPLESON, YIELDING A POINT BUT 
RESERVING HIS LEGAL RIGHTS. 

A yellow rose adorned the left breast of Col. 


James H. Mapleson as he sat In Seperior Court, | 


Chambers, yesterday afternoon. Judge O'Gorman 
was on the beneh, and the case under considera- 
tion was that of Mapleson against Del Puente, in 
whieh the former has obtained an injunction re- 
straining the latter from singing in public except 
under his management. In his eomplaint Col. 
Mapleson says that on Deo. 2, 1882, Del Puente en- 
tered inte a contract to sing for him at a salary of 
$350 a week while in New-York and $400 a week 
in the provinces, This contract was written by 
Signor Del Puente and contained a clause pro- 
viding that it might be set aside by the latter on 


the payment by him of 16,000f. Col. Mapleson 
says that he objected to it, and that Signor Del 
Puente finally agreed that it should be a practical 
nullity, but should remain in the contract as a 
lever to enable him to overcome the aversion of 
his wife to travel op the sea. Col. Mapleson wants 
to strike out the elause altogether and compel 
Signer Del Puente to specifically perform the 
amended or real contract. 

Embodied inthe complaint are letters written 
by Signor Del Puente to Col. Mapleson. They as 
well as the contract, are said by Mr. Rives, of 
the firm of Olin, Rives & Montgomery, attorneys 
for Signor De] Puente, to be very incorrectly ren- 
dered in the translations offered In court. The 
first of the letters was dated Feb. 15, 1883, and. ac- 
cording to the alleged incorrect translation. con- 
veyed to Col. Mapleson declarations of Del 
Puente's regard, with some information respect- 
ing the movements of Mr. Henry B. Abbey. 
The second letter tolé Col, Mapleson of 
Signor Del Pnente’s violation of his contract 
with him and of bis entrance into one with Mr. 
Abbey. It was dated June 12 last, and in it, ac- 
cording to the translation, Signor Del Puente re- 
minded Col. Mapleson that he had been with him 
for many yexrs but had been unable to save 
money; that be had a large family and was bound 
to provide for its future. He appealed to Col. 
Maplesen to look at the matter as one who was & 
father himself. Mr. Abbey, Signor Del Puente 
wrote. had followed him persistently, and he had 
finally supcumbed on the acceptance by the for- 
mer of the terme he had imposed on him, whieh 
were $500 a week for seven months, all his travel- 
ing expenees, a carriage to take him to the theatre, 
six “ distinguished seats’’ at each performance, 12 
days for sickness, and the payment by Mr. Abbey 
of his forfeit to Col. Mapleson. 

The answer of Sicnor Del Puente contained ex- 
plicit denials of most of Col. Mapleson's 
allegations. He particularly denied that the for- 
feiture clause of the contract was merely to in- 
duce Mme. Del Puente te come to America again 
through her unwillingness to lose 15.000f. It was 
put in for the speeific purpose of enabling him to 

t rid of the contract if he saw fit to do so. He 
fad made a better contract, and was willing to 
abide by the forfeiture clause. Here Mr. Rives 
said: 

“Here are 15,000f., which we now tender to the 
plaintiff, or which we are ready to put into the 
custody of the court as security, in place of the 
injunction. We have obtained French currency, 
80 a8 to avdid dispute as to the character of the 
tender under the contract.” 

Neither ex-Judge Arnoux nor his client, Col. 
Mapleson, moved toward the money. Mr. Rives 
called attention to an action begun in Lon- 
don last July, and yet pending. by Col. Maple- 
sov, who had sought to obtain an injunction to 
restrain Signor Del Puente from leaving Eagiland 
for this eountry, and had failed. He then read an 
affidavit in which Signor Del Puente averred that 
he made the contract with Col. Mapleson because 
the latter told him he would have a new opera- 
house, at which would sing Campanini, Nilasen, 
Scaichi, and other eminent artists. He drew up a 
contract similar to one he had with Col. Mapleson 
in 1881, and he put in the forfeiture clause 
because he had got tired of the form of contract 
Col. Mapleson wented to use. The latter objected 
to the clause, but be would not strike it out, and 
no sgreement was made depriving it of force. 
After a long argument between ex-Judge Arnoux 
and Mr. Stephen H. Olin, ex-Judge Arnoux an- 
nounced, after a brief conversation with his client, 
that. even if the injunction should be in force, he 
would not interfere with Mr, Abbey's plans by 

reventing Signor Del Puente from singing at the 

@tropolitan Opera-house on Monday evening. 
The Signor would sing, but the Colonel would 
yet reserve his legal rights. 

Argument in the case of Col. Mapleson egainst 
Mme. Lablache was adjourned until Monday.

COMMISSIONS OF BROKERS. 
THE PLANS OF THE INSURANCE COMPANIES 
TO STOP REBATES ON RISES. 

For several weeks the Tariff Association of 
New-York Fire Underwriters has had under con- 
sideration a plan tor reguiating the relations be- 
tween the insurance brokers and the com- 
panies and for bringing the former un- 
der control An agreement has been drawn 
up, whieh it is proposed the brokers and 
the members of the association shall sign. 
Brokers are allowed a commission of 10 per cent. 
oo all rated risks brought by them to the com- 
panies. Under the present system this commis- 


sion may be dividea with the broker’s eustomer, 
and the result. is that the eustomer can often get 
better rates from the broker than he can from the 
company which insures him. In addition to 
this companies not members of the asso- 
ciation sometimes allow excessive commis- 
siows, thus permitting the brokers to make 
larger rebates to the customers on their risks 
than they can on risks taken by the association 
companies. The agreement which the brokers 
will be asked to sign stipuiates that they will 
charge and collect trom customers such rates of 
premium only as have been or may be fixed by tho 
association, and demand and accept from 
insurance companies only such commissions 
a8 the association fixes; also, that on 
all risks now or hereafter to be fated by the asso- 
ciation they will not directly or indirectly divide 
commissions with their customers or allow any re- 
bate which will make the cost of insurance lower 
than the figure fixed by the association, In return 
the association agrees toissue certificates to the 
brokers, without which uo broker will be in good 
standing with the association, and to allow the 
rates of brokerage fixed by the association. 

* The effect will be,” said an officer of one of 
the leading insurance companies yesterday, ** that 
every man desiring to effect an insuranee on bis 
property wiil understand that he cannot cet it for 
less than the rate fixed by the association, aud 
will not ask it. Brokers who, in order to get bus- 
iness, are obliged to divide commissions with their 
customers will, under the agreement, be able to 
keep the entire commission. The plan will, we 
believe. work Lo the advantage of both parties to 
the agreement. Insurance companies outside of 
the association will bave no occasion for remain- 
ing outside, as the excessive commissions aliowed 
by them will not be taken by brokers in good 
standing with the association. Several conter- 
ences between committees of the association and 
brokers have been held, and all the reputable 
brokers favor the agreement.” 

The matter is still under consideration.

ITS SYNOD 700 LARGE. 

The New-York Presbyterian Synod resumed 
its session yesterday morning, The Rey. Dr. 
Holmes, of Albany. read the report of the Com- 
mittee on the Endowment of Hamilton College. 
The college needed funds to the amount of $500,- 
000. Dr. N. W. Goertner, in behalf of Dr. Henry 
Darling, President of Hamilton College, comment- 


ed upon and coofirmed Dr. Holmes’s report, as did 
also Dr. Charles H. Rooinson. Dr. Howard Crosby 
said that every member of the Synod was responsi- 
ble for the success of Hamilton College from a re- 
ligious point of view. He acknowledged his loyalty 
to the New-York University, where he was edu- 
cated and was graduated, but he gave his chief 
adhesion to Hamilton College as the college of 
the Synod of New-York. Elaer Kiliaen Van 
Kensselaer proposed that all members of the Synod 
mention Hamilton College to their congregations, 
and a resolution was passed to that effect. 
Dr. Crosby read the report of the committeeas to 
the construction of the Synod.

REPUBLICAN REORGANIZATION. 
MR. GEORGE BLIS8’8 SUGGESTIONS TO THE 
COMMITTEE OF EIGHTEEN. 


Mr. George Bliss has addressed a letter to 
“Edward Mitchell, William Dowd, Lloyd Aspin- 
wall, and others."" of the Committee of Eighteen, 
calling their attentior to the necessity of prompt 
action to render effective the plan of reorganiza- 
tion of the Republican Party in this City. Mr. 
Bliss begins by saying: “ Even if you add nothing 
to it, {the plan,) the time befor@it must go into 
effect is none too long for you properly to perform 
the duties you reserved to yourselyos under it.” 
The basis of the pian, itis pointed out, is a new 
enrollment to be made on the three ‘'uesdays sto- 


ceeding the approaching State election. The se- 
lection of the enrolling officers was reserved to the 
committee. There are to be five enrolling officers 
in each Assembly district, two taken from the 
present Republican association, two non-mem- 
bers, and one non-resident of the district. 

Mr. Bliss informs the committee that it must, as 
far as ible, have men with no personal enas to 
serve, honest, of eourse. fair, and usinted ina 
measure with the Republican voters of the district. 

‘he committee, he says, has not the requisite per- 
sonal knowleage to enable it to sélect such men. 
The committee must therefore depend on some 
one, and the question is whom? ‘I see no course 
so effective,"’ says Mr. Bliss, ‘as for you publicly to 
invite the suggestion of names for a limited period 
and then to publish a list ef the names suggested 
with the names of those recommending them, ana 
invite information and objestious, after which yeu 
may act. Even then you will find yourselves mis- 
taken or imposed upon.”” Mr. Bliss suggests that 
the plan adopted must be altered somewhat. 
More time should be yiven for enrollment than 
on the three evenings between 7 and 10 o’elock, as 
proposed, and each person enrolled shouid be given 
a hearing before his name ean be stricken from the 
roll. Tho provision for a Republican County Com- 
mittee, to take the piace of the existing _———. 
can Central Committee, Jan. 1, 1884, is criticised 
because it does not sufficiently define the powers 
and duties of the proposed new committee. Mr. 
Bliss wants to know who isto oall the County 
Committee together and control it antil it can be 
permanently organized. He also insists that the 
powers proposed to be conferred on the new As- 
sembly district committees are vague. The plan 
of reorganization gives tne new district commit- 
tees ‘‘all the powers now conferred on and exer- 
cised by the Executive Committee of the district 
association.”’ Mr. Bliss points out that this power 
is only “ to have charge of the general interests of 
the party” and in the Spring of each year to cor- 
rect the enrollment, 

The committee is asked te explain how vacancies 
in the County Committee and the district commit- 
tees are to be filled, and whether the existing 
ineligibility for places in the Central Committee, 
associations, and conventions of persons holding 
office by Democratic authority is to be continued. 
Mr. Bliss teils the committee that by adopting the 
plan of annual enrollment they have laid the axe 
at the root of manv abuses, but that their scheme 
will be. “an inevitable, speedy, and disgraceful 
failure’ anless they exercise their powers. He suc- 
gests that each yearthe enrolled Republicans be 
allowed to elect the enrolling officers for the suc- 
ceeding year; also, that a certified copy of the en- 
rollment in every district be sent tothe County 
Committee and kept there accessible to every one: 
also, that it should be expressly provided that 
primary elections shall be held in the daytime as 
well as in the evening. “Let the polls be open 
from 8to 10 P.M. or something like that,” Mr. 
Bliss says.

SUPPLIED FOR THE WINTER. 
A PARTY OF DRUNEEN MEN AND WOMEN 
8TEALING SACQUES AND CLOTHES. 

Central Office detectives are engaged in in- 
vestigating a peculiar case of robbery, which 
was reported to Inspector Byrnes yesterday. The 
third floor of the building at No. 587 Broadway is 
oceupied by three wholesale firms, each engaged 
in a different business. They are G. W. Parker & 
Co., dealers in hats; H. B. Rogers & Co., clothiers, 
and L. W, True.a dealer in furs and millinery 
goods. They employ one porter, who carries the 
keys of the outer door and the door leading from 


the hallway on tothe floor ocoupied by the firms. A 
porter who had been employed in their joint service 
for several years was taken sick about a month ago. 
A young man, Wiliett Ide, who brought satisfac- 
tory references to Mr. Parker, was engaged to take 
the sick man’s place. It wasa portion of his duty 
to sleep in the store. The new porter appeared 
to attend to his duties properly, and no suspicion 
of dishonesty on his part was arovsed, although 
Mr. Rogers on Monday iast missed from the store 
his valuable new overcoat. It was supposed that 
some sneak-thief had made his way irto the store 
unobserved and had carried off the coat. 

When one of the men doing business on the sec- 
ond floor of the building opened the front door, 
yesterday morning, he was astonished to 
finag.a woman's gold bracelet on the stairway. 
When Mr. H. B. Rogers and Mr. Parker arrived 
later they were surprised to find their stocks in 
disorder. Goods bad been taken from the shelves 
and counters and were svattered about the place. 
Boxes and packages had been opened and their 
contents thrown around in disorder. They saw at 
a giance that many valuable goods were missing. 
It is supposed that the new porter wus at the bot- 
tom of the robbery. He had left thestore on Mon- 
day, saying that he was going to the station to 
meet his mother, who was coming from Penver, 
Col., and he had failed to return. Inspector Byrnes 
said yesterday that Ide, the new porter, was a fre- 
quent visitor at The Allen’s house in Bieecker- 
street. On the night of the robbery he was seen 
there in company with some women of bad ebarac- 
ter. A whole party of men and women, Ide among 
them, Jeft there at an early hour of the morning, 
and the Inspector believes that they went to the 
store at No. 587 Broadway. ide admitted them, 
and the whole party fitted themselves out for the 
Winter, the women taking sealskin sacques, pieees 
of silk, &c., and the men suits of clothes and over- 
coats. They evidently carried the goods away 
with them on their persons, and were thus enabled 
to make their exit from the building without at- 
tracting attention. The gold bracelet found on 
the stairs is deemed a valuable clues, as it was 
doubtless dropped by one of the women as she was 
xoing out. The party had been drinking freely at 
Allen’s, and the women were partly intoxicated. 
The value of the goods stolen is between $2,000 
and $3,000. 
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AN OSTRICH FARM IN FLORIDA. 
AN EXPERIMENT TO BE MADE WITH THREE 
PAIRS OF THE BIRDS. 

The stock for the first ostrich farm in the 
United States was shipped from this City yester- 
day. It consisted of three pairs of 3-year-old 
ostriches. The destination of the birds was Sylvan 
Lake, Orange County, Fla.; the mode of convey- 
ance the Mallory Line steamer Western Texas. 
The birds shipped weighed from 150 to 200 pounds 
each, and stood about 7 feet high without any 
stockings. They are natives of Nubia, in Upper 


| Africa, and were captured while young by the 


agents of Charles Keiche & Brother, of this City and 
Hoboken, who are part proprietors of the projected 
ostrich farm. It took eight months to transport 
safely the birds from Nubia to this City. They 
reached here on Sept. 2, and for the past six weeks 
have been reveling in a diet of a fine quality of bay 
and a delicious mash of bran, oats, and cracked 
corn, in the wilds of the Reiches’ wild animal farm 
at Hoboken. Notwithstanding their cordial recep 
tion and princely treatment, they were a discour- 
aged and dishourtened set of birds when they set 
out on their voyage to the sunny South. Their 
plumage was very much rumpled and broken and 
they seemed to pine for one square meal of the 
sands of the desert. The attendants assert that 
the broken plumage was due to the accidents and 
incidente of their long voyage rather than a vearn 
ing for sand as a steady Giet and the exhibition of 
deplorable bad taste in the rejection of Hoboken 
tomato-vans aud broken glassware as a substitute. 

Mr. Chariton Jones will be the guardian of the 
flock on their arrival in Florida. He has set apart 
100 acres of his five hundred-acre farm for the pur- 
poses of this experiment in farming. The laud 
forms a peninsula extending into the lake which 
gives the town its name. This has been inclosed 
to keep out alligators and other enemies of the 
ostrich race. A pen has been provided as a home 
for the strangers, and they will be treated to mere 
of the hay and mash diet until they shall become 
well enough acquainted witn their new quarters to 
be able to shift for themselves. Their first 
crop of feathers will be due next year, after they 
have moulted their present wholly unmarketable 
coat and got to work at the feather business in 
earnest. A year later, or when 5 years old, they 
are expected to be able to furnish two crops apnu 
ally and begin the raising of families. The result 
of this experiment wiil be watched with much in- 
terest by scientific and business men, as its success 
would open up anew aud remunerative deld for 
enterprising business men.

RECORDS OF THE HORSES THAT ARE TO 


TROT TO-DAY, 

Much interest is being manifested by horse- 
men and other persons interested in trotters, in 
the race between Majolica and Trinkett. It is to 
be trotted at the track of the Gentlemen’s Driving 
Association at 8 o'clock this afternoon, ana is for a 
purse of $2,000. It will ve the first meeting between 
these two trotters, and its result will be looked for 
with hardly less interest than that which attached 
to the contest between Jay-Eye-See and St. Julien 
Majolica has areeord of 2:17 made in the third heat 
of his first race, which was trotted on the 
Gentlemen's Driving Association track on 
June 21. Trinkett has a record of 2:14, and 
has repeatedly beaten Majolica’s record. The 
fact that Majolica is to trot on the traek on which 
he has been worked during the whole of his short 
oareer is a point in his favor. He finde some back- 
ers among New-York horsemen, but the odds 
against him are naturally long ones. They have 
bardly settled so as to be quotable, but Trinkett’s

favorite. 

Majolica’s performance in June last, when he 
defeated Phailas, Judge Davis, Frank G.,amd Pear! 
and made his record of 2:17, was, fera green horse, 
a in the annals of the turf. elisa bay 
gelding, 15 hands in height, was foaled in 1876, and 
isason of Startle, his dam being Josie Kirk, by 
Clank Chief. He was bred by Robert Bonner and 
was sold for $450 at ene of his annual sales. He is 
owned by Mr. Nathan Strauss, and has always 
been trained and driven by John Murphy, who 
will drive bim in Saturday’s race. On July 19, 
at Chieago, he trotted a hent in 2:17, but was beat- 
en by Phallas in 2:1644, 2:20, and 2:2444. He was 
beaten at Pittsburg on July 26 by Jay-Eye-See, the 
“king of the turf,’’ in 2:2214, 2:17, and 2:1714, and 
Was again beaten by the same horse at Cleveland, 
Aug. 3, in 2:2034, 2:16, and 2:15!4, trotting a close 
second in each heat. Hesprang a curb in Chicago 
and was withdrawn from the track, and he has 
since been at the stables in Morrisania. His only 
public appearance since then was on the day of 
the Jay-Eye-See-St. Julien race, when he trotted 
an exhibition mile in 2:19. He‘s now in excellent 
condition, and Murphy thinks that he will lower 
his record in the race with Trinkett. 

Trinkett is a bay mare, 15 hands 8 inches in 
height. She was foaled in 1875 and bred by Col. 
H. C. MeDowell, of Kentucky. She was by Prin- 
eeps, ber dam being a Rysdyk’s Hambletonian 
mare. In 1879 she was the sensation 4-year old, 
making a record of 2:1934. In 1880. at Chieago, 
she was distanced by Maud 5S. in 2:138%. She was 
then purchased by John W. Shaw and placed in 
charge of John E. Turner, who has driven her 
ever since then, and who will drive her to-day. 
She made her record of 2:14 at Morrisania Sept. 22, 
1881. and in that year started in 22 races, winning 
$10,000 in peeee. In 1882 she did not trot, but this 
year she has trotted frequently. At Rochester, 
Aug. 15, she defeated Phallas im 2:19, 2:16, and 2:17. 
At Island Park, Albany, Oct. 5, she defeated St. 
Julien in 2:18, 2:1814, and 2:23, and on the follow- 
ing day trotted a mile in 2:16, the best time ever 
made on that track. 

Many horeemén from out of the City will be at 
the traek this afterroon to witness what is conced- 
ed will be an honestly and closely contested race, as 
the owners of both horses are anxious to win for 
yt tery of the thing rather than for the money 
at stake.

Such a_ result 
could not be brought about except by 
the complete undoing of the work which Mayor 
Low, {supported und encouraged by the Jefferso- 
nian and other Independent Democruts,has aecom- 
plished Guring the past two years.
